T. Ceckerill, a metropolitan schoolmaster, 
‘demonstrated what cultivated muscle 
could do by ringing St. Paul catherral 
tenor weighing 62cwt., for upwards of 
four hours. So extraordinary was this 
performance considered at the time, that 
Sir Arthur Haywood, Bart., gave a ban- 
quet in honor of the event.

How Changes Are Made. 

Naturally to those unaccustomed to It, 
the technical meaning, so to speak, of the 
words “change’’ and “peal’’ are entirely 
foréign, and so we hasten to explain their 
meaning. 

All the tunes that have or can be com- 
posed for bells came from the compass 
of an octave, and it will at once be real- 
ized how a “‘peal” can contain many thou 
sands of changes of which no two are 
alike. The mathematician takes the 
tones C, B, A, G, F, E, D, C, and uses 
them as the figures |, 2, 3, 4, 5; 6. 7, 8. 
‘By systems of transposition he manip- 
ulates or composes the peal of five, ten, 
or fifteen thousand changes. 

As it would be absolutely impossible 
for the ringers to remember these large 
numbers of changes, they commit to 


memory a code of rules by the operation 
of which the peal is rung as though it 
were the unwinding of a ball of ravelled 
twine.

The. most famous oyster industry of 
France has here its “parks; and wo- 


It isthe French port of Cancale, on “ho 
fnglish channel coast, with 16,000 in- 
habitants when they are all at: home, 
highly celebrated for its oysters, but 
still more interesting by reason of its 
haardy femininity that has learned to live 
independent of man six months in the 
year. To make it still more curious, the 
sirls of Cancale are at the same time? 
known as the prettiest or Brittany and 
as the earliest to marry of the “north and 
center of France. Also Cancale has the J 
greatest proportion of widows and the 
youngest widows of all France. 

Most of these curious facts depend on 
the one other, that’ the men of Cancale 
are, ag a block, long cruise deep-xe1 
fishermen, who cross the Atlantic in the'!r 
Stile ¢hips to take the cold in American 
waters, from Iceland down. During from 
pix to eight months of the year they are 
@bsent from their wives, mothers and 
eweethearts, for the sake of bringing 
back lump sums of earnings that vary 
‘between $720 and $160 apiece; but there 
is always one ship each year that does 
mot come back; and there are always 
men on each ship who do not come back. 

We hed a pitiful example of it as we

It wag about 200 
equare yards area and protected on the 
seaside by a solid wall of masonry furn- 
ished with a lock tto regulate the height 
of the sea water kepf in it and divided 
into compartments by moveable parti- 
tions. There is 2 board floor which eught 
to be kept clean; and it Is on this floor 
that the oysters are raised, .- 
“The oysters are about twelve months 
old when they are put into ‘this claire,” 
explained Julia. ‘ generally are 
brought from neighbdring banks. The 
next year each oyster becomes a mother, 
furnishing the naissaixi, after which it 
becomes a merchantable oyster and Is 
sent off to be sold and eaten.”’

Fair Young Wife. 

The fair young wife of Cancale smiled 
indulgén'tly as she pointed to the inhabi- 
tants of her oyster park. There they lay, 
thousands of them, just covered with sea 
water, rollicking as oysters rollick. You 
who have seen them only on the halt- 
shell, Nmp and lifeless can form no ade- 
quate idea of the genitle gaiety of these 
Cancale bivalves, spitting and ,squirting 
at each other, unafrand, in their own 
home park. 

“They are amusing themselves,” said 
Julia. I can amswer for it that they hed 
all the appearance of it, squirting jets 
of water high in the air, squirting ob- 
liquely and horizontally, at will. 

“Regarde! You ean never tell which 
oyster has squirted,” exclaimed Julia 
proudly, it was so, All around the lit- 
tle jets of Walter rose, like flashes; but 
we could never Iccate ithe particular oy- 
ster from which any one of them came. 
“Listen to them!” said Julia. 

We stood silent. From everywhere 
around us came sounds like those of 
kisses, furtive suppressed kisses, surrep- 
titious kisses, loud smacking kisses, con- 
scientious kisses or if you prefer it, like 
an ill-bred man sucking his teeth after 
dinner.

PNARES, India, April 2!.—(Special 
B Correspondence.)—The home and 
shrine of the religion which sways 
the Hindu peoples, no other city can 
eompete with nares in the matter of 
the divine merit conferred on the devotee 
tering itg gates and threading its nar- 
row and filth-coated streets, Two hun- 
dred thousand people live here and fat- 
ten upon the half on piigrims annu.

Just below the temple re- 
sorted to by pilgrims from Nepal, beyond 
India’s frontier and ‘‘the snows,” Is the 
ehat (a ghat 1s a large stone stairway 
descending to the river) where the true 
Hiindoo gives his dead to the flames, 
and the muddy ‘inlet where this occurs 
is dedicated to Vashnu, “the sleeper on 
the waters,” a name singularly appropri- 
ate to the spot where the ashes of the 
dead are consigned to the bosem of 
“Mother Ganga.” 

A visitor observes anumber of plat- 
torm-like structures of masonry that are 
decorated with roughly carved figures of 
mcn and women standing hand in hand.

Impressive Rites Over the Dead. 


I observed two men wade to a body in 
the river, pull away the covering from 
the face, and affectionately bathe M with 
handfuls of water scooped from beloved 
Ganga. Again, I witnessed a tottering 
and sobbing old man place, with every 
expression of tenderness, a garland of 
yellow and white flowers about the neck 
of a red-swathed corpse, and i ned it 
the last office of love to an idolized 
daughter. I also saw the naked corpse 
of a man who had died an hour befors 
of ue fetched to the ghat by two 
public scavengers and committed to the 
fiames of a few logs much too ahort for 
the deceased untf] his legs had been dou- 
hied beneath the body.

Social distinctions are as marked at 
the Benares Durning-ghat as is the mod- 
ern cemetery in America. An hour pees- 
ed on the Ganges bank supplies sufficient 
food to the mind for weeks of reflection. 

Every traveler has observed that one 
of the greatest sights in India are the 
piigrims bathing in the Ganges. Besides 
eeveral ghats devoted to them, there are

It ie an office that cannot be 
delayed many minutes—and the Brahmin 
fortunate enough to be appealed to 
charges emergency rates. When business 
slackens this harpie composes his nearly 
naked body on a board ihe go | the 
river and executes with studied delibera- 
tion a programme of purification that its 
marvelous in its details. Receptacles of 
brass and silver are brought him, and 
for an hour or longer he rubs his hand- 
some frame with ungents and perfumes, 
slowly stripes forehead, bicaps and breast 
with the ash-marks of sanctity, and 
places a wafer of his caste on his fore- 
head. He climbs the gbet later to his 
temple, probably content with the emolu- 
ments thrust upon him at the water side, 
or maybe goes to the bazaar to learn 
the latest ip of Hind. India’s 200,- 
of Hindus direct a ceaseless flow 
ef gold and silver to the Brahministic 
ring controlling things at Benares. 

A curious sight of Benares is the Mon- 
key temple, a pretentious and not inartis- 
tic structure of carved red san 
stone, dedicated to Kali 
dess wife of Siva. The 
Kali is ablack fury of 
countenance, whose red tongue droops 
to her waist. She is dripping with blood, 
and crowned with snakes, while hanging 
from her neck is a gariand of skulls. 
Kali wants blood, and if not propitiated 
daily something horrible is certain to 
happen. Bvery town has a temple to this 
monster; and everywhere’ throughout 
what Kipling calls “the great, grey, 
formless india,’’ sacrifices are made each 
morning to appease the wrath of this 
ogress with an insatiable appetite for 


blood. 
A Disgusting Spectacle. 

The entrance to the Monkey temple is 
slime-covered and the air heavy with 
sickening odors. Through a stone door- 
way the goddess may be seen enshrined, 
grinning demormiacally. Twenty horrible 
men harmonizing in looks with a vis- 
itor’s conception of thugs, gaiher in the 
ccurt.

Men of talent, the world over, have 
devoted their time and attention to the 
picturing {n bronze and marble of sl- 
most every specimen of animal! creation 
except poor puss, who seems, for som: 
reason, to have been, to a large extent, 
ovérlooked.and neglected. 

Sculptor Richs, realizing the lowly po- 
sition.in art occupied by one of the most 
shapely and graceful of animals in the 
world of sculpture, has come to the artis- 


happy result, from both a financlaj and 
artistic point of view. 

Personally Mr. Richs is one of the most 
interesting frequenters of the quarter 
Latin; talland well built, wtth nends.me 
countenance and figure and altogether 
distinguished appearance, he attracts 
much attention whenever he appears in

From his earliest years, he recently 
stated, he noticed in himself inclinations 
for art, and at the tender age of 6, he had 
determined to become a sculptor “when 
he grew up.’

Coneéquently to the Salon 
of 1901. he dispatched some most inter- 
‘esting and attractive sketchés of cats 
in lHthographic stone, and to this same 
éxhibition he also contributed a group 
entitled ‘‘Lion and Lioness.’’ This: sculp- 
ture was in plaster, but Mr. Rich has 
reexecuted it in marble for the prtaens 
Salon. 

So closely is the lion and feline allied 
that Sculptor Richs believes he is justi- 


fied, without getting away from his life 
work, in treating both animals as one

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family, and both therefore as legitimate 
subjects. 

Consequently at the Salon of §892 he 
exihibtted a “Waking Lion,’’ together 
with a group of cats; the latter was 
done in spotted marble. 

As Mr. Richs continued to use the cat 
as a model, he is free to acknowledge 
that his love for the animal constantly 
increased, until he came to believe that 
puss was the finest subject for the 
sculptor in the world. His studies of 
cats were made almost entirely out of 
work hours when he could observe at 
leisure the animals at play, asleep or 
hunting birds and mice. Because of the 
restiess nature of the cat, he soon dis- 
covered that it was quite inmmpossible to 
work from the living subjects in the 
studio, and that he must make his studies 
whenever the opportunity offered, and 
work them out from memory in the 
studio later. 

Im the salon of 1903 Mr. Richs ex- 
hibited an entire collection of cats in 
bronze and lithographic stone. It was 
this extensive exhibition of sculptured 
cats that first prominently attracted the 
attention of the French public and world 
of art to Mr. Richs’ unusual selection of 
subjects, and from the date of this ex- 
hibition he has been known in Paris as 
the “Cat Sculptor,’ an appellation which 
pleases the wearer immensely. 

The title of “Cat Sculptor’ was not the 
ouly honor, however, which Mr. Richs 
gained by his exhibition of 1903, as he 
was also awarded a gold medal, and 
moreover sold most of his éxhibits, sev- 
eral of which now.grace the art museums 
in. many eities of France. Last year, as 
well as this, Mr. Richs sent more cats 
in bronze to. the salon, which have at- 
tracted increased attention ag the artist's 
fame for this line of. work has. grown. 
In speaking about his success in cat 
sculpture, Mr. Richs remarked a few 
days ago: if, 

“It Believe 1 have: nessived such: favor- 
able comment and made such a great 
success out of my cats, because the cat 
ig an animal for which I Nave.a very 
great sympathy, aid ajl sculptors or 
paintefs, you know, must be in sympathy 
with their subject to make a successful 
representation. 

“Perhaps the cat is the most difficult 
model a sculptor could find, hecausge it is 
nevér still, except when asleep, dnd its 
attitudes and poses are almost as varied 
as the moments of the day; but after 
all, if the sculptor studies closely and 
can remem it is really this multi- 
plicity of poses of the feline that make 
the animal sucb @ really fine subject for 
constant work.’’

Madrid, June 3.—The guard attacked 
by the murderer Aghai just before the 
execution has died, and the number of 
persons wounded by the desperado in his 
attempt for liberty is. fourteen. It seems. 
that Agnal carefuly planned his escape. 
During the week preceding hig execution 
he became very tractable and on account 
of his good behavior was allowed. to 
choose his last meal on earth. Among 
other ‘‘goodies” he ordered a bottle of 
old wine and begged that he might re- 
tain if during ‘the night to steady him- 
self for his lqst promenee. With this 
battle he knocked down the guard when 
he came to wake him. and dealt blows 
right and left to this pursuers.

j Make money on the Isthgnus of Panama? 
This: question comés t6 me from different 
‘parts of tne ‘United States. It is difficult 
»to answer. ; Panama.is- a new country, 
‘backed by.the United States. Its govern- 
“ment will be"staple from now on. .Uncle 
‘Sam's big stick will prevent revolutions, 
and the natives are’ anxious that their 
«resources be deteloped. Large areas will 
‘be thrown opép :to ‘gettlement, and lands 
“may be leased or bought at low prices. 
: A Wet Country. 

As it is now, Panama is practically un- 
| prospered. The. country is just about the 
‘size of Indiana. It is over 400 miles long 

and it ranges in width from 8! to 118 
imiles. There is a mountain range which 
winds its way through it, being at Ms low- 
-est along the line of the canal. There 
‘are rich valleys, and, here and there, 
/savannahs or rolling plains good for pas- 
ture. This ig especialy so north of the 
/eanal zone in a department known as the 
Chiriqui, from which the most of the 
-eattle of the isthmus come. There are 
‘plaing near Panama, and rich landg with- 
‘out trees between here and Colonvbia, 

Rivers and Lakes. 

The whole country is well watered, 
Rivers flow from the mountains down the 
‘Atiantic and Pacific sides of the isthmus, 
and some of the streams are navigable for 
small vessels for quite a distance from the 
coast. This is so with Tulra river, which 
flows into the Pacific through the Gulf 
of San Miguel, of the Cocle, the Rio de 
Jos Indios and the Cala Bebora and oth- 
‘er streams. The Chepo, for instance, is 
‘about 160 miles, and the Chagres 102 miles 

long. The latter is navigable for small 
boats for 60 milés,. and the. former for 
125 miles, The Sambu, which empties into 
the Gulf of San Miguel, is navigable for 
about 93 miles, and tliere .are smallies 
rivers which enable preductg to be carried 
out to the sea.

\Ordinary sleeping rooms here rent from

are rich and that they will pay any 
price that may be asked. 


The Question of Titles. 

In buying real estate in Panama, one 
should look carefuly at the titles. This 
is so not only in the cities and coun- 
try, but even in the private lands of 
the United States zone. The only place 
of recording deeds has been in Panama 
and Colon, and much land has been 
transferreq by deed without record. The 
result is that perfect chains of title are 
difficult to get and one must watch 
out for lawsuits. This matter will 
probably be remedied as to the 10- 
mile strip, and the government of the 
republic should take it up and perfect 
the titles throughout the state. There 
are about 100,000 acres here belonging 
to Uncle Sam. They came:to ug by the 
treaties which we made with Panama 
anc those of the canal company and 
the Panama Railroad Company wiih 
Colombia. These lands will be leased 
or sold by the government, and much 
of them would make sugar, coffe%, 
cacao, orange and banana plantations. 
vegetables can be raised anywhere on 
the isthmus. They bring high prices in| 
the markets and with 15,000 or more 
men’ who are to be continuousiy em- 
tloyeqd on the canal, the demand will 
be great. At present, the gardening ts 
done. by the Chinese, whe also act 
as market men and petty retailers. 

Big Banana Plantations. 

Panama has some of the best banana 
lands on the Caribbean sea. About the 
Chiriqui lagoon the United Fruit Com- 
pany have more than 20,000 acres, and 
they ship at times as much as 220,000 
bunches of bananas in one week. They 
have a fleet of steamers running to New 
Orleans, the largest of which will carry 
$5,000 bunches. The bananas are pick- 
ed green, for it is a week or so before 
they are in the hands of the custom- 
ers. If they get too ripe, they rot on 
the way and have to be thrown into 
the sea. The business is profitable, the 
company making something like !4 per 
cent on a capital of $20,000,000. This 
money, however, is not all invested in 
Panama; ft is scattered throughout the 
West Indies, other plantations being 
owned in Jamaica, Santo Domingo, Cuba 
and elsewhere. : 

Speaking of the.United Fruit Company, 
a young American named Snyder made 
a’ fortune by selling out to them shortly 
after they began their operations on the 
Chiriqui lagoon. This man came to the 
isthmus some years ago and got a con- 
cession. for a tract of land on condition 
that he would cultivate it. He planted 
bananas and found that they grew so 
well -that he graduallv inreased his con- 
cession by one means or another until 
he had at last acquired more than 30,- 
000 acres. When the United Fruit Com- 
pany came in they offered him $1,250,000 
for his property. This he accepted. 

Another American named Duncan has 
something like 2,000 acres near the 
canal, including a large rubber planta- 
tion, and a third, Jesse M. Hyatt. has a 


-big cocoanut .grove just across the bay | 


from the town of Colon. Altogether the 
‘property owned by our people is compar- 
atively small.

For years they have held 
much the same position as the Florida 
darky who, when asked how .he man- 
aged to exist, said: “In summer we eats 
fish, and, in de winter-we féeds on de 
sick yankees.” 

The Panamans fed so fat for a decade 
of years upon the French that they could 
not see.the riches of their own country 
lying undeveloped about them: Before 
that they had grown rich from the build- 
ing of the Panama railroad and the 
crowds of gold hunters which KH carried 
across the isthmus. They now hold 
somewhat the same ambition as to our- 
selves, although ‘their hopes seem to be 
dwindling. This is shown by a cartoon 
published tn a Panama newspaper not 
long ago. The picture illustrated the dit- 
ference between us and the French. 
it a beautiful womag, labeled 
France,’ was pouring out a stream of 
money upon the isthmus from a gigantic 
cornucopia, while opposite her Uncle Sam 
was dropping one silver coin at a time 
and pinching each before it fell. Indeed, 
Panama is like the south of a few 
years ago when its sole crop was cotton, 
The money crop of the isthmus has been 
foreigners, and Panama has relied upon 
that crop to pay aH its expenses with- 
out trying to develop the possibilities un. 
der its feet. The independence of the 
| country and its freedom from revolution, 
together with the contact which the peo- 
ple will have with pushing Americans, 
will probably change these conditions. 


Fat Contracts on the Canal. 

There is one class of American money- 
makers which is sending its representa- 
tives here by every steamer. This is that 
which expects to make money out of con- 
tracts for machinery and work on the 
canal. A large part of the $300,000,000 
which is to be spent will go for materials 
and supplies. Much of the work will be 
idone by contract, and many a fortune 
will be made or lost in such undertak- 
ings. |

Business Efforts for Immigration. 

The desirability of securing for the 
southern states a share of the desir- 
able immigrants reaching American 
shores from WBurope, has long since 
passed the controversial stage. No 
man who, noting the waste places 
throughout the south and realizing the 
need of intelligent and reliable labor, 
doubts that the best possible solution 
of the problem of complete southern 
development lies in bringing into 
these states the right sort of immi- 
grants—either Amerieans from other 
parts of the country, or the sober, re- 
liable, industrious foreigners under 
the magic of whose touch other séec- 
tions of this country have been 
made to bloom. 

The south has been bebind in, this 
matter of immigration because, until 
very recently, there has been no sys- 
tematic campaign in that direction. 
We are glad to note that there is now 
under way guch a campaign, to be 
waged on strictly business lines and 
under excellent auspices. 

The establishment in this city of an 
immigration bureau, with Samuel OC. 
Dunlap as its head, is a move calcu- 
lated to bring most important re 
sults. This bureau is to be supported 
by a group of railroads, of which the 
Louisville and Nashville, the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line, the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, the Georgia, the 
Atlanta and West Point, and the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah, are the 
chief members. Mr. Dunlap, who is 
one of the foremost men of Georgia, 
has long been a student of immi- 
gration possibilities, and that he is 
the right man for this important 
work, there can be no question. 

The building up of the great north- 
west was the result of a long busi- 
ness Campaign conducted under the 
auspices of the great railroad lines 
piercing that sectfon. It was not the 
work of a week or a month or a single 
year, but of a numberof years; and so 
must be this work of building up 
Georgia and the south., The only way 
to accomplish the desired end is, 
therefore, by a strictly business move- 
ment—one that is substantial and will 
last. : | 

For a good many years the South- 
ern railway has been operating along 
these lines through its independent 
immigration department, with head- 
quarters at Washington. Similar 
work is being done by the Seaboard 
Air Line. The work being done by 
these systems will be ably supple- 
mented by the large bureau, operating 
in connection with the group of roads 
above mentioned, of which Mr. Dunlap 
is the head. 

The need for just such a systematic 
campaign for immigration ag is under 
way, now that all the railway sys-* 
tems piercing the south are working 
on similar lines, was ably presented 
by Hon. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, 
in an address delivered before ‘the 
Georgia Industrial Association at its 
recent meeting in this city. In this 
he said:

This. ably presents the views of 
those who have studied the needs of 
Georgia. Colonel Jordan showed that 
should the density of Georgia be 
made equal to that of Illinois, which 
is approximately the same size, we 
would have in this state over 6,000,- 
000 people; and with the consequent 
development of agricultural and man- 
ufactured products, the totals for 
Georgia should reach those of Illinois, 
where we find the value of agricul- 
tural products $345,649,611, as against 
$104,304,476 for Georgia; and of man- 
ufactured products, $259,730,168, as 
against $106,654,527 for Georgia. The 
agricultural value per capita for IIl- 
inois is $72, as against $47 for Geor- 
gia, while the disparity in per capita 
value of manufactured products is 
even greater, being but $48 for Geor- 
gla, as against $261 for Illinots. 

The day is coming when Georgia 
will have her waste places taken up 
as completely as are those of Illinois, 
and in the same way; and the in- 
fluence that will bring that result will 
be this systematic, business campaign 
for immigration.

Professor George C. Looney. 

In connection with the commence- 
ment @xercises of Fairburn Institute, 
the announcement ig made that Pro- 
fessor Géorge C. Looney will sever 
his connection with the college, with 
the close of this term, to open a pri- 
vate school in Atlanta. 

It is pleasant news to the friends of 
this popular educator, not only here, 
but in many other parts of the state 
where he is known and esteemed, to 
be advised that he will seek this 
larger field for his work. Despite the 
good work of Atlanta's splendid public 
schoo] system, her well equipped col- 
leges and flourishing private schools, 
there is roam and a promise of suc- 
cess for other private institutions that 
are well equipped, progressive and 
presided over by men of character 
and intelligence. : 

Professor Looney is one of the old- 
est, as well as one of the ablest, edu- 
cators in the state. It is natural that 
the ‘trustees of Fairburn Institute 
should give him up with reluctance, 
after his three years successful con- 
duct of that institution. 
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Russia’s Moral Deficiency. 

It is Bcarcely conceivable that Rus- 
sia can still harbor hopes of ultimate 
victory over Japan, and yet the bu- 
reaucracy at St. Petersburg, influ- 
enced by foolish pride or fatuousness, 
Seems to be as bullheaded as ever in 
its determination to prosecute the 
awr “to the bitter end.” 

Theoretically, Russia should crush 
Japan in the long run, taking the rel! 
ative war resources of the two na- 
tions into full consideration. Russia's 
financial ability to conduct a long and 
ruinously expensive war is unques- 
tioned, regardless of the attitude of 
the French financiers, for, her for- 
eign borrowing capacity aside, her 
130,000,000 subjects are capable of be- 
ing made to yield enormous war taxes. 
Even though for years to come she 
cannot hope to oppose Japan on the 
sea with an equal fleet in physical 
proportions and mechanical capacity, 
the fact remains that no barrier save 
that of distance separates her from the 
scene of hostilities. Siberia is geo- 
graphically a continental continuation 
of Russia, and if there were no rail- 
road communication with the front, or 
inadequate communication, over- 
whelming numbers of troops could be 
got to the front from the fatherland, 
though they had to move afoot in 
Sreat masses like the armies of old. 
With a dogged enough spirit and de- 
termination, Russia might accomplish 
the whelming of Japan in time by 
sheer force of numbers, and time is not 
a consideration where revenge waits 
for an evening of accounts. Russia 
might well afford to hold aloof from 
peace proposals for years, with a tem- 
porary cessation of military opera- 
tions on a large scale, in order to save 
her national honor and pride by crush- 
ing activity later. There would be 
comparatively no danger from the 
victorious Japanese navy, for the 
geographical bounds of Russia are 
such that only two or three of her 
coast cities are open to sea attack, 
and an enemy's fleet would hardly 
sail 12,000 or 15,000 miles to take the 
long chance of bomarding St. Peters- 
burg, Cronstadt or Riga, when their 
harbor defences are known to be well 
nigh impregnable. 

Of course, this is the theoretical 
presentation of Russia’s great power 
and military ‘ advantages. But this 
gTeat power becomes pitiful weakness 
when we come to consider the lack of 
moral forces behind it, and herein—in 
moral forees—lies a nation’s’ strength 
in time of..war. . Morally,; Russia is 
invertebrate. Individually her sol- 
diers are brave enough, when brought 
to bay, but they are supported by re- 
ligious fanaticism rather than patrt- 
otism, and they lack sadly the initi- 
ative that is highly essential even in 
a common soldier.

Many 
of these embryo criminals could be 
reclaimed through the means of @ 
wisely managed reformatory.

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China’s Awakening. 

While Der Kaiser and some other 
people have been lying awake at nights 
pondering the peril of a possible Yel- 
low Peril Militant, China has taken 
an important pacific stride forward 
upon the field of civilization, without 
its being noticed by the world at 
large. 

A recent edict issued by the Grand 
Old Lady of the Chinese empire, that 
empress dowager who is the real ruler 
over Mongol millions, has been de- 
scribed as epoch-making. This is a 
decree abolishing judicial tortures in 
China. 

Under the oreraticnus of this recent 
order the practice, which dates from 
time immemorial among the Chinese, 
of extorting confessions of guilt by 
means of torture is to cease. Not 
only that, but cruel forms of admin- 
istering the death penalty to convict- 
ed criminals are to be abandoned in 
favor of methods regarded less cruel 
by the other nations of the world. 

As it was under the laws of Draco 
so has it been under Chinese law and 
tractice, that the death penalty has 
been visited upon those adjudged 
guilty of many other crimes than that 
of murder. Draco explained that the 
reason there was no difference in the 
degree of punishment was that noth- 
ing worse than death could be devised; 
that death was the proper penalty for 
the lesser crimés, and the penalty for 
murder was not more severe because 
nothing more severe could be found. 
The Chinese code endeavored to sup- 
ply this deficiency by’ providing dif- 
ferent methods of death; torture of 
the condemned as a preliminary step; 
the ling chi, which subjected the 
doomed victim to a thousand slicings 
before death was permitted to relieve 
his sufferings. 

These methods have called down 
upon China the most drastic criticism 
at the hands of investigators. For 
several years a smai] element among 
the enlightened Chinese have been 
working to secure reforms, but not 
until] recently have they been able to 
influence the Pekin government. Ev- 
idently they have now succeeded in 
doing so. While it is not known what 
influence has shaped the action of the 
dowager empress, the fact is she has 
opened her eyes to the necessity for 
reforms in these directions and such 
reforms have been ordered. 

In some respects, the most import- 
ant feature of the late edict is that 
abolishing the system of torture to 
extort confessions. In China the 
“sweat box” method of inducing per- 
sons to confess crimes is carried to 
the thirty-third degree. It is the be- 
lief of observers that thousands upon 
thousands of t but innocent 
Chinamen have, as the result of tor- 
ture scarcely less than death, con- 
fessed to crimes of which they knew 
nothing.

methods is that such change shoyld

Financiers in Wall Steet on 
Russo-Japan War, 


Continued Success of Japan Would 
Enable Her to Float Another 
Loan Easily—Russia Would 
Have Hard Time in 
Doing So.

New York, June 3.—(Special.)—By ail 
odds the most interesting topic In the 
finaricial district during the week con- 
tinues to be the Russ6-Japanese war and 
the far-reaching consequences which it 
will bring. Notwithstanding the advices 
regarding revolt among the troops under 
General Linevitch in Manchuria, certain 
interests which are in close touch with 
St. Petersburg, assert that hostilities w@l 
still go on on land, and they claim to 
have high authority for their assertions. 
If such is the case it will be a matter 
‘ of raising more funds, with an important 
bearing on the future of the security 
market here and in Europe. Japan wouid 
presumably depend largely on England 
and America, while Russia, by reason of 
her severe defeat on the water, might.be 
in a quandary to get resources. It would 
naturally come up for consideration how 
great a drain in Russian empire can 
stand while she is slipping down grade. 
Further loans on Japanese industries, like 
‘that of the last issue on the tobacco 
trade, may be looked for if the war goes 
on. But Japan will expect to get a great 
deal more from her own people, who will 
contribute all the more willingly since 
the brilliant victory in the strait of Ko- 
rea 
Local bankers think more Japanese 
bonds could readily be floated in this 
country since that nation has given 
fresh evidence of her great prowess. 
Many investors have been blaming them- 
selves because they did not have, the 
courage to buy Japanese bonds hereto- 
fore. They should be heard from in 
vast numbers. It is believed that if Ja- 
pan were to apply to this country and 
England tomorrow for a loan she would 
have no difficulty in selling $2vv,000,000 
of bonds. Of course, the big indemnity 
which Japan now expects would go far 
to build up the credit of that country, 
but if the war goes on, the expected in- 
demnity would do no good for the time 
being. Some good authorities stick to the 
idea that with a test of: strength, cover- 
ing several years more, Russia would 
come out victorious on land and sweep 
the Japs into the sea. - Yet the general 
feeling is that Japan would give as good 
an account of. herself in 4 prolongged 
conflict as she has up to date. Of course, 
the question of resources would be a 
very important factor. Little Japan is 
necessarily restricted by fhe extent of 
her domain,’ ‘which is small, compared 
with that of Russia, Her ‘buying pow- 
er’ must of necessity have a limit. 
As to American Matters, 


As for purely American matters, the 
principal topic of discussion is as to 


whether the set. back.in the steel trade. 


has or has not been fully discotinted ir 
the stock market. Wall street figures 
a long time ahead. When big people were 
buying United States Steel common 
stock around 10 and the preferred under 
55, most persons saw nothing in them.

It may be noted that the cash holdings 
of the banks now are at the minimum 
of fie year and $538,000 below that which 
recorded April 8. Loans are $36,946.300 
above the minimum of the year. The 
daily average of clearings on Saturday, 
reflecting Friday’s business, were $308,- 
$86,936. and on Friday they were at the 
unprecedented amount of $426,517,665, 
the result of the above nated syndicate 
operations.

Not Easy for a Thief To Dispose of 
Such Valuable Jewels. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

The cost of the mysteriously missing 
diamonds of Tiffany & Co., it is said, was 
about $36,000, which, if 40 per cent be 
added for dealers’ profit, would make a 
little under $50,000. ~ - e 

While’ some smaller stones may have 
been taken the main logs consisted in 
three large pear shapéd diamonds, which 
were. bought especially for an expensive 
throat ornament not a necklace, but 
something of the lace fastener family. 
Theése-three diamonds were to have been 
the pendants. They were of the purest 
water and matched. ; 

On the day when the robbery must have 
occurred the jeweler in charge of the 
necklace had taken these three stones out 
of the safe to match them with the pat- 
tern. As has been told before, all mate- 
rial used in the workshop is turned in at 
hight through the window of a grille 
which surrounds a safe. All the material 
is then checked off and put into the safe 
for the night. Something must have gone 
wrong with the Tiffany system that 
night, for next morning,- when the Italian 
workmen in charge of the setting called 
for these: particular diamonds, they were 


not to be found. 


They say in the work room that no out- 
sider could -possibly have taken ‘tne dia- 
monds. It is up to the fifty jewelers, 
clerks and apprentices employed there. 
The company employs only one diamond 
cutter, and so far as known he had noth- 
ing to do with these gems. Whoever has 
got the: stones will have a hard time -dis- 
posing of them. Diamonds of that size are 
all-known and catalogued. The great jew- 
elry centers of the world have been in- 
formed,.and to offer one of them for sale 
would be to take a great risk or arrest. 
They might be cut up, thus greatly re- 
ducing their value, but the number of dia- 
mond cutters in the world is limited. and 
approaching one of them with a préposdl 
to do such a job would be almost as dan- 


fin the open market.

Ringing Speech at Capitol by 
Hon, B, M, Blackburn, 


Many Veterans Gathered to Hear of 
Their Beloved Chieftain—Cheers 
Evoked When Battle-Scarred 
Georgia Flags Were Waved 
Aloft by Capt. Harrison. 


Ailtlanta practically took a holifay 
yesterday in honor of the birthday of 
President Jefferson Dayis, of the con- 
federacy, a day which was established 
as a state holiday by the legislature in 
1896. 

The banks, public and semi-public 
offices were closed for the day and in- 
teresting exercises were presented in the 
hal] of the house of representatives, state 
capito], under the auspices of Atlanta 
camp Wo, 159, United Confederate Vet- 
erans. ‘ 

The exercises held at 10:30 o’clock in 
the morning were largely attended, 
especially by the veterans of Atlanta, the 
Ladies’ Memofial Association, Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, Sons of Vet- 
erans, other patriotic organiaztions and 
a iarge number of public school pupils, 
particularly those engaged in the study 
of history, to whom a special invitation 
had been issued. 

The veterans assembied in force around 
the Grady monument on Marietta street, 
from which point they marched promptly 
at 10 o’clock headed by Atlanta’s fa- 
mous firemen’s drum and bugle corps to 
the capitol: The veterans made an in- 
teresting sight as they passed through 
the streets accompanied by this attrac- 
tive escort. 

An interesting feature of these exer- 
cises was the unfurligg of all of the 
Georgia battle flags which were. recent- 
ly returned to the state by the United 
States war department. These old torn 
and battle-ecarred relics of the days of 
the sixties were placed on exhibition in 
the hall and many were the interesting 
comments and discussions which they 
evoked. Loud cheers greeted. these 
scarred relics of the sixtiés as, at the 
conclusion of the programme. they were 
waved in the air by Captain ‘Tip’ Har- 
rison, 


Mr. Blackburn’s Address. 

The exercises were presided over by 
Commander Wiley C. Howard, of Atlanta 
camp, who gracefully introduced Gover- 
nor Terrell, by whom in brief and appro- 
priate words the orator of the day. Hon. 
Benajmin M. Blackburn, one of the well- 
known secretaries of the executive de- 
partment, was presented to his interest- 
ing audience. Mr. Blackburn delivered a 
ringing and eloquent eulogy upon Presi- 
dent Davis and frequently as he reached 
his stirring climaxes, long and loud ap- 
plause rang through the hall. There are 
few if any orators and students of con- 
federate history who are as well qualli- 
fied to speak of Jefferson Davis, his 
life, character and works, as Mr. Black- 
burn. Though too young to have taken 
part in the struggle, he is as deeply in- 
bued with the spirit of those days as any 
veteran who wore the gray, and there is 
not a soldfer of the sixties who does not 
love him. This is the second time Mr. 
Blackburn has responded to the urgent 
invitation of the veterans’ committee to 
deliver the oration upon President Davis’ 
birthday—the first having been in 1897, 
immediately following the passage of the 
act which made June 3 a public holiday— 
and on both occasions he acquitted him- 
self gloriously and' was the recipient of 
a warm and enthusiastic ovation at the 
close of each address. 

Music was furnished for the occasion 
by Buchanan’s orchestra, and the patri- 
otic southern airs called forth ringing 
cheers from the many old veterans. The 
exercises were opened with prayer by 
Rev. John & White anda brief but in- 
teresting address was delivered by Com- 
mander Howard, which was most ap- 
propriate to the occasion. Then followed 
the introduction by Goycernor Terrell, 
of Mr. Biackburn, the orator of the day. | 

Interesting features of the programme 
were the vocal solo by Mr. Drukenmil- 
ler, a piano solo by Miss Cramer end a 
patriotic song by Mrs. Yeates with chorus 
of veterans.

Admiral Train Cables That the Three

Manila, June 3.—Rear Admiral Enquist, 
who was commander of the heavy cruls- 
er squadron of the Russian fleet, ar- 
rived in the bay at 9 o'clock this eve- 
ring on board his flag ship, the pro- 
tected cruiser Aurora, accompanied by 
the protected cruisers Oleg and Jemt- 
thug. 

All the vessels were more or less dam- 
aged and there were many wounded men 
on board. Rear Admiral Train, on board 
his flag ship, the battle ship Ohio, with 
the Wisconsin, Oregon, Raleigh and Cin- 
cinnati, was outside Corregidor island, 
maneuvering when the Aurora saluted 
with thirteen guns and the Ohio an- 
sWered. Admiral Train and his squadron 
accompanied the Russian vesscils to 
Manila. 

Enquist Says Submarines Did It. 
In an interview Rear A.miral Enquist’s 
executive officer said: 

“When the battle began the admiral 
wes aboard the cruiser Oleg,’ which was 
hit a number of times by the large 
shot. There was an incessant rain of 
shot from quick firing guns and the ship 
Was soon badly damaged. The admiral 
transferred his flag to the Aurora, which 
then drew the combined fire of many 
torpedo boat destroyers at close range 
and the attack of submarines. We were 
overwhelmed by the latter. A mist aris- 
ing, we made a dash for the open sea 
and were Relowed by the Oleg and 
Jemtchug.’”’ 

Rear. Admiral] ieauubée uninjured. 
Captain Pgorieff, of the Aurora, was 
killed by a shell which struck the con- 
ning tower and he was buried at sea 
the day before reaching Manila. On the 
Aurora three officers were wounded, 
twenty of the crew were killed and 
eighty-three were wounded. 


Loses on the Oleg. 

The losses on the Oleg were thirteen of 
the crew killed and eighteen woundad. 
On the Jemtchug the casualti¢s were 
twenty-one junior officers killed and one 
wounded, twelve of the crew killed and 
thirty wounded. 

From their appearance the Russian ves- 
eels are not damaged below the water 
line. Thelr funnels, Nowever, are riddled 
by large and smell shot. Several large 
shells pierced them amidships and & 
mumber of guns were dismounted. All 
the Russian officers interviewed assert 
that a large number of submarines caused 
confusion and defeat. Rear Admiral En- 
quist has cabled his arrival to the em- 
peror of Russia. The battle ship Ohio and 
crulser Cincinnati are guarding the Rus- 
sian ships. 

No official action as to their disposi- 
tien has been taken yet.

‘Body of L, W. Wiggins, of Mari- 
eta, Found Yesterday 


Financial Troubles Are Believed to 
Have Been Cause of Suicide. 
Wiggins Left Note to His 
Wife and List of 
Debts. 


With his throat cut almost from ear 
to ear, and the bloody razor lying by 
his side, the body of L. W. Wiggins, of 
Marietta, Ga., a well known man in this 
section was found about 5:30 Od’clock 
yesterday afternoon in his room at Fol- 
som’s hotel, on Marietta street. 

The deceased was inihis night clothes. 
His body was on the bed and the flow 
of blood from the wound had stained 
the sheets a blackish red. 

Day Clerk Henderson, in his usual walk 
through the hotel yesterday afternoon, 
tried the door of room 5, on the first 
fioor. He found it locked. He returned 
to the clerk’s room and looked at the 
tegister to find who was in the room. 

The name of L. W. Wiggins, of Mari- 
etta, was on the register, and then he 
recalled that the man had not been seen 
that day. Returning to room 5 he knock- 
ed on the door severa] times, but re- 
ceivde no response fromthe outside. 

Through a private entrance, he gained 
his way into the room, and found the 
body of the man who had, from all indi- 
cations, taken his own “lifeby cutting 
his throat with a- razor, 

Coroner Thompson was immeuately 
summoned, and he began an investigation 
of the case. On.a.table-by the side -of 
the body was found a sealed envélope 
addressed to Mrs. L. W. Higgins, Mariet- 
ta, Ga., in a clear hand, and marked pr'- 
vate. 

The coroner opened the note and reau 
the message. On the front of the en- 
velope was printed in large red letters, 
“The Direct Supply Company, 2265-o/ 
Third avenue, New York .-. 

The note was written on the back of 
a large sheet of paper with the letter 
head of the Consdélidated Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, of Chicago. The front was 
written on befor& he penned his last 
message. 

Wrote List of His Debts. 

The note consisted of a long: list of 
debts of the deceased, whom ‘he owed, 
what for and for what amount. One 
debt for $65 was marked, “Judge Gober, 
my friend, secured this.” 

Beneath the list of debts wag .-. 
to his wife: 

“My insurance papers are at the First 
National bank. Amoun; $1,700. ° Use-it 
to help pay my debts. The policy is on 
the Mutual Life, New York. Good bye, 

“LAWRENCE. 

“Pp. S.—Kiss our darling children for 
me.”’ 

L.. W. Wiggins came to Folgem’s hote! 
last Wednesday night about 7:30 o'clock 
and registered there. Little was séen ot 
him by any one connectéd with the ho- 
tel during the time he was there. 

Once, a bellboy says, the deceased told 
him he was in great trouble. Friday 
night about 9 o'clock the night clerk of 
the hotel went down stairs to eat sup- 
per, and when he returned he found the 
key to the dead man’s room gone.

They were separated by half a 
squadron of the garde du corps from 
an elght-horse state carriage, containing 
the Duchess Cecilia, sitting on the right 
of the empress. The duchess’ mistress of 
the robes, the Baroness Von  Tiele- 
Winckier, was seated opposite them, 


Duchess in Pink Silk. 

The young duchess wore an evening 
dress of pink silk muslin, cut decol- 
lette and trimmed with lace. The skirt, 
which was embroidered with lace ropes, 
had a deep flounce of point d@’angle toirre 
lace. The duchess’ shoulders were bare. 
She wore a tiara of diamonds in her 
hair. The richly gilded carriage in which 
the duchess sat was an odd looking piece 
of workmanship, new in tbe 1793 when 
the future Queen Louise, of Prussia, then 
a girl of 17, made her gtaite entry inte the 
city through the same gate. 

The course of ‘the procession my for a 
mile through the tlergarten, Where the 
roads crossed there were 400 children. 
who Sang a choral “God Greet Thee.’’ 
Their voices sounded sweetly in the 
woods, When inside the Brandenburger 
gate, the duchess came in view of one 
of the broadest avenues in the world, Un- 
ter Den Linden, eet from end to end with 
Venetian masts. Swinging from mast to 
mast were ropes of evergreen and roses, 
while the lime ttrees also were hung with 
garlands of roses, Thousands of flags 
fluttered on eaoh side of the avenue. 
Mecklenburg’s red, yellow and blue pre- 
dominating. The perspective from the 
arched gate to the palace at the other 
end wag beautiful. 

Bowing from Right to Left. 

‘The duchess, however, probably saw 
very little of the scene, for she was 
bowing regularly to the right and to the 
left, acknowledging the cheering of the 
crowds, The procession stopped inside 
the gate, and 100 maids of honor, in white 
voile costumes courtesied. Eagh maid was 
crowned with roses and carried wreaths 
of roses. Fraulein Kirschner, daughter 
of the chief burgomaster of Berlin, pre- 
sented a bouquet of roses te the duchess. 
who received it with a smile and a bow. 
Then ‘the chicf burgomaster, In a purpie 
robe, trimmed with fur, and wearing 
the heavy gold chain tngiggin of his: of- 
fice, stepped forward and read a brief 
address of welcome. She thanked the 
burgomaster in a few simple words, and 
the procession began to move again, the 
artillery ait the other end of the Unter 
Den Linden firing twenty-four guns. 

Fifty l&tle girls threw fresh roses un- 
der the horses’ feet as the duchess went 
on her way down ‘tthe alley of lime trees. 
which were hung with roses, the people 
waving tiny flags and handkerchiefs and 
cheering. The members of the trades 
and craftg guilds and their apprentices 
were ranged on ejther side, the fish deal- 
ers with nets and tridents, the chimney 
sweeps with brooms ‘and the basket 
makers with gilded baskets. 

Marriage Contract Signed. 

The pageant started at 5 o’clock, and 
had disappeared at 5:45 p.m, through 
one of the arched doorways of the palace. 
On the other side, in the inner courtyard, 
the emperor, the crown prince, Prince 
Henry, of Prussia, and other members of 
the imperial family, attended by all the 
visiting princes and foreign delegaitions, 
the ministers of state and a number of 
generals and admirals, received the 
duchess. She went with memberg of the 
imperia] family. and with the crown 
prince signed the marriage contract, Aft- 
erwards 'the members of the two families 
dined together. 

Ambassador Tower, who was accredited 
by cable as special ambassador of the 
United States at the ceremonies, was 
received by the emperor today. Mr. 
Tower presented the congratulations of 
the president.and people of the United 
States on the marriage of the crown 
prince. 

The special representatives of other 
countries were also received in audience 
by the emperor during the forenoon. The 
Chinese minister brought the emperor 
the felicitations of the Chinese govern- 
ment emblazoned on parchment, tied with 
yellow gilk, 

The arrangements were admirable 
throughout.

Patriotic Speeches and Exercises in 
Many Places Gave Expression 
to Reverence Fe. for 
Memory of Great 
Leader. 


Rome, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Patri- 
‘ctie exercises in honor of the birthday 
of Jefferson Davis, president of the con- 
federacy, were held in Rome yesterday, 
and a large crowd was present at the 
court house to hear the address of Hon. 
George M. Napier, of Monroe, and té 
do their part in according honor to 
the memory of the south’s dead chiel- 
tain, 

Judge Moses Wright was in charge of 
the programme. The Rome chapter of 
the United Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy gathered in their chapter hall at !0 
o'clock and attended the session in a 
body. The following was the order of 
exercises: 7 

1. Invocation by Dr. R. B. Headden. 

2. Song—Miss Annie Jones. 

3. Address—‘‘Life and Character of 
Jefferson Davis,” Hon, George M. Na- 
pier, 

4. Song—Mr. Watters. 

5. Presentation of crosses of honor. 

6. Song—Miss Baily. 

7... Doxclogy—By audience. 

8. Benediction—Dr. Johnson. 

Speech of Colonel Napier. 

The speaker began his discourse with 
the figure of one standing at the mouth 
of the Mississippi and wondering wh'‘th- 
er he should go to find its fountain 
source. He then took up the lineage o* 
“the greatest man who ever Mved near 
that mighty river, or gave glory to the 
State of that name,” tracing it back to 
Welsh immigrants who settled in Penn- 
sylvanie. 

The removal of his father from Geor- | 
gia, and his early life and education were 
taken up in order of time. 

The scarcity of humorous occurrences 
in the life of Davis was remarked upon. 

His services at Fort Crawford, Wizs., 
and at Fort Winnebago. where he ha 
great experience in Indian wars, was an 
Interesting portion of the address. He 
met Miss Sarah Taylor, daughter of Gen- 
eral Zachry Taylor, at Fort Crawford. 
His romantic marriage with her, and her 
pathetic death a few months afterwards, 
were set forth.. 

A remarkably interesting statement 
was made to the effect that Jefferson 
Davis administered the oath of enlist- 
ment to Abraham Lincoln, when the !tat- 
ter was mustered in as captain of a 
company of Illinois volunteers in tho 
Black Hawk war. Mr. Davis resigned 
his commission in the army when he 
married. | . 

The opening/chapters of Davis’ poll.ical 
life were portrayed. He was in congress 
when the Mexican war broke out, and 
he resigned to become colonel of the 
first regiment of Mississippi volunteers: 
He equipped his regiment with the first 
make of guns using percussion caps, an 
his men made them so famous they were 
called Mississippi rifies. 

Davis’ brilliant services at the bartle 
of Monterey and Buena Vista were de- 
picted minutely, and in a thrilling man- 
ner. The famous V movement, by which 
he defeated the Mexican lancers, and 
which Lord Wellington praised as a bril- 
Nant achievement, enlisted the closes’ 
interest of every hearer. ‘All the world 
knows how at Buena Vista he virtually 
won a battle which, considering the -lis- 
parity of the contending forces, muat 
ever remain one of the marvels of mili- 
tary history. 

Davis’ appointment to the United States 
senate, his later defeat for governor of 
his state, his distinguished services as 
secretary of war under President Pierce 
were discussed. He again became senu- 
tor during the most critical period of 
southern history. He was an ideal sen- 
ator, lofty in his bearing, eloquent, logi- 
cal, powerful. He possessed a personal 
courage of a knightly order, and in the 
days of chivalry would have sought the 
trophies of the tourney and the favors 
which gave to knighthood its flower. 

Jefferson Davis sought to enact con- 
ciliatory measures. He was conserva- 
tive, but he opposed Clay's compromise, 
for the reason that he foresaw that the 
surrender of his rights by the south 
meant further encroachment by the 
north. 

To maintain Mr. Davis’ position in de 
fense of state’s rights, the speaker quot- 
ed from the federalist, Chief Justice 
Marshal, Mr. Madison, Thomas Jefferson 
and Abraham Lincoln himself. 

The friendship of Genera] Lee toward 
Jefferson Davis was commented upon, and 
a tribute paid that great chieftain. 

Jefferson Davis’ devotion to the union 
of the American fathers was like that 
of Washington. He never arrayed him- 
self against such a union, but he ab- 
horred: the perverted instrument of sec- 
tional aggression which the government 
had become. 

Mr. Davis did not desire the office of 
president of the confederacy, and wished 
instead to accept the command of Missis- 
sippi's army, tendered him by the gov- 
ernor of that state. It is not generally 
known, but true, that he Intended to 
turn the civil administration over to Vice 
President Alexander Stephens, but Mr. 
Stephens’ heart was never in the strug- 
gle, and the plan was not feasible. 

No effort was made to unduly eulogize 
Mr. Davis. The address was a clear-cut 
review of his life and character. Mr. 
Davis may not have been without fault 
in failing to direct the commanding gen- 
erals to follow up the victory of Bull 
run, bitt the matter seemed to have been 
left to their discretion. Many would al- 
ways consider that it was a serious error 
to have removed General Johnston from 
the command of army around Atlanta. 
and Governor Joe Brown's urgent request 
that General Forrest be given 10,000 
cavalry with which to cut off Sherman 
from his base of supplies should have 
been heeded. The confederate cabinet 
and administration made some flagrant 
mistakes, but perhaps nothing could have 
changed the result of the south’s .super- 
hnman striggle against overwhelming 
odds. ° 

The tragic fall of the confederacy, the 
eapture of Mr. Davis and his confinement 
at Fortress Monroe were dramatic feat- 
wees of the address. General Miles re- 
ceived ample attention. “His cruelty to 
the prisoner makes him now face for 
all time infamy instead of fame. What 
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and destined to the lasting shame he so 
fitly deserves."’ 

For two long years the federal govern- 
ment kept Mr. Davis in confinement. He 
was an illustrious captive. So far as 
innocency of crime was concerned, not 
William Wallace in the tower of London, 
nor Lafayette tn his dungeons at Wesel 
and Madgeburg, nor Alfred Dreyfus in 
his lonely hut on Davi] island, suffered 
greater injustice. 

In the high.station of private life, the 
illustrious career of Jefferson Davis was 
at last closed. As the receding sun 
lengthens the shadows of great objects, 
the flight of time but adds to the great- 
ness of his, character and«the glory of 
his sacrifices, 

The address was closed with a tribute : 
to the confederate soldier, and .a pled 
that we should also remember forever 
the righteousness of the “lost cause,” 
and the sacrifices-andg heroic valor of 
those who battled for it.

Columbus, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Be- 
fore an audience which nearly filled the 
Eleventh street auditorfum exercises sa- 
cred to the memory of Jefferson Davis 
were carried out on this, his natal day, 
under the auspices of Lizzie Rutherford 
chapter, Daughters of the Confederacy, 
tonight. 

Many veterans, sons of veterans and 
school girls were present In addition to} 
the genera] audience of Columbus people. / 
Colonel Robert M. Howard acted as mas- _ 
ter of ceremonies. 

A splendid address was made by Hon. 
G. Y. Tigner, who was introduced by 
Judge A. W. Cozart. Crosses of honor 
were given out by Miss Anna Caroline 
Benning, preskient of Lizzie Rutherford 
chapter, Daughters of the Confederacy. 
The musical programme was interesting, 
an impressive feature being the singing 
of “The Old Time Confeedrate” by Mrs. 
Henry Sheridan and Miss Kate Sheridan, 
the audience joining in the chorus, 

An essay on the life of J@fferson Davis 
was read by Miss Hazel Howard, first 
honor pupil of the graduating class of 
the high school. It js customary fer the 
honor pupil each year to read a paper 
or make an oration on this subject at 
the Jefferson Davis exercises, which oc- 
cur usually three or four days before 
jthe closing of the schools.

Statement for Hyde. 

Counsel for James W. Hyde issued a 
statement this afternoon outlining the 
position of Mr. Hyde with reference to 
the attacks made on him. The statement 
is as follows: 

“The. resolutions passed at yesterday’s 
meeting for the selection of a chairman 
and of requesting Mr. Hyde to trustee 
his stock confained nothing that is new 
(and it will be remembered that from the 
outset of this unfortunate and unnec- 
essary controversy Mr. Hyde had offered 
again and again to trustee his stock for 
a limited term under proper restrictions 
sO as to secure a board of directors 
which the policy holders and the public 
would accept as fearless and independ- 
ent,, although if would be difficult to find 
a more representative body of men than 
those serving on the present board. Mr. 
Hyde may well complain that his disin- 
terested efforts to save the society from 
the calamity have not been appreciated 
and that in the multitude of plots #fid 
counter plots to capture the control oi 
the society the effort has been under 
cover of abuse to wrest his property 
from him, 

‘The resolution that a man of domina- 
ting national reputation, fearless and in- 
dependent, be put at the head of the 
society with the office of chairman of 
the board and with unlimited power is 
one that Mr. Hyde has been urging for 
the past six weeks as a soltuion of the 
trouble. All he asks is the selection of 
some person whose name will be a guar- 
antee of honest, fearless investigation 
and management. Hé is willing to take 
his chance with such a man. 

“Mr. Hyde has said from the outset 
that there is one subject and only \one 
which he will never budge. That relates 
to these so-called ‘charges.’ He will 
fight to the end in defense of his repu- 
tation. Anything short of that demand- 
ed by the welfare of the society he f, 
has been and always will be willing to 
sacrifice. : 


One of Hyde’s Complaints. 

“The publication of parts of the Frick 
report has given a most misleading im- 
pression. One of the complaints Mr. 
Hyde makes of fhat report is that al- 
though it sets forth in full Mr. Alexan- 
der’s letter containing his complaints 
against Mr. Hyde, jt significantly ofhits 
Mr. Hyde's principal-reply and defense. 
Particulars of a. short preliminary let- 
ter are given, but the main reply is en- 
tirely omitted and most sparingly re- 
ferred to in the report. This necessi- 
tates, unfortunately the publication by 
Mr. Hyde of his defense and/that will 
have to be done.’’ 

A copy of a letter from Mr. Hyde to 
Mr. Frick, dated May |8, was here given 
out in answer to the charge that the 
following purchases had been made by 
Mr. Hyde’s instance without consulting 
with Mr Alexander or other officers of 
the society: ' 

The purchase of $700,000 par value of 
the bonds of the Coney Island and 
Brooklyn Railroad Company. 

The purchase of 1,000 shares of the 
Hibernia Bank and Trust Company, of 
New Orleans. 

The purchase of $1,870,000 preferred 
stock of the Union Pacific Rahway Com- 
pany. 

In his answer Mr, Hyde quotes from 
ithe society’s record in regard to the busi- 
ness ‘transactions and says: 

“You will note that the purchase of ‘the 
Con@ Island and Brooklyn stock were 
made in seven installments; that the first 
purchase was made while I was abroad; 
that all the purchases were approved by 
tthe finance committee, and ‘that on six of 
the seven occasions when they were ap- 
proved Mr. Alexander is recorded as hay- 
ing been present and as having voted

Charge i Arson Will be Made 
Against Well Known Citizen 


Circumstances Surrounding Fire at 
48, 50 and 52 West Mitchell 
Street Were Said to Be 
Suspicious—Arrest is 
Carey Wood. 


Believing there were suspicious cir- 
cumstances surrounding the fire at 48, 
50 and 52 West Mitchell street last 
Thursday night, the police are holding 
in custody Carey Wood, a well-known 
Atlantan, who had a skirt manufactory 
‘at 50% West Mitchell street, until fhe af- 
fair can be further investigated. 

‘The charge on the state docket against 
Wood is marked “suspicion.”” The city 
detectives working on the case say they 
will make the charge*arson, and will 
undertake to prove that the fire was of 
incendiary origin. 

The arrest of Carey Wood caused a 
great deal of surprise in commercial] and, 
social circles, for he has long been iden. 
tifled among Atlanta's manufacturers. 
He has resided in the city many years, 
and has always been regarded as a man 
Of sound business integrity, with nothing 
to reflect upon his honesty. 

Mr. Wood denies in the most emphatic 
words that he is guilty. He says he has 
nothing to conceal, and answers every 


question put to him freely, and without 
hesitation. 


Before he was arrested he was told by 
the officers of the circumstantial evidence 
the officers claimed they had against 
him and he was given a chance to dis- 
prove or explain all the alleged evi- 
dence, He talked with the officers several 
hours before it was finally decided to 
hold him, 

He was first locked up in the detention 
ward, but later he was placed in the 
commissioners’ room under a_ special 
4 d. 

he officers would not make any de- 
tailed statement of the evidence they say 
they have against Wood. It will be 
charged that on last Tuesday Wood se- 
cured additional insurance on his stock

Chicago, June 3.—Cornelius P. Shea, 
president of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, was arrested late this 
afternoon on a charge of criminal libel, 
preferred by Robert J. Thorne, assistant 
general manager of Montgomery Ward & 
Ca. 

Shea was arrested On a capias issued by 
Judge S. S. H. Bethea, of the United 
States district court, following the filing 
of a suit by Thorne, who, in addition to 
making.the charge of criminal libel, askg 
for damages to the amount of $25,000 
from Shea. 

Cause of Arrest. 

The suit is based on interviews given 
oyt by President Shea to the newspapers, 
and on stafements he is said to have made 
to the effect that he had been offered 
$10,000 by Mr. Thorne to call a strike 
against Sears. Roebuck & Co., which is 
a jarge house in the same line of busl- 
ness as Montgomery Ward & Co. Shea 
made the assertions against Thorne be- 
fore the county grand jury, in addition 
to making them to newspaper men, and 
after making them insisted, it is said, 
upon their accuracy. 

Mr. Thorne denies all of the alleged

The first 
riot began when a crowd gathered about 
an Amefican express wagon, which had 
become “stalled” in a rut, and began 
to throw stones, sticks and tin cang at 
the vehicle. 

Two deputy sheriffe guarding the was- 
on became excited, and discharged their 
revolvers towards the crowd. As they 
did the express driver whipped up and 
escaped under a shower of missiles.

“ crowd of 3,000 persons. At this time 
a wagon belonging to the Lord & Bueh- 
nell Lumber Company, was passing on 
the way to the yards at Twenty-seconda 
and. Troop streets. The crowd attacked 
the wagon. Policemen Hanson and Lar- 
Son used thelr clubs freely to beat back 
the mob and were almost killed in doing 
sO. 

The non-unfon drtver whipped up his 
horses and reached the lumber yards 
safely. Then he notified the policemen at 
the yards that the policemen were being 
attacked and additional officers went to 
BX scene and succeeded in restoring or- 
er. 

Despite the fact that there was more 
rioting today than at any time for a 
week, there were more hopeful signs of 
the end of the strike. Nothing tangible 
had resulted by nightfall, but tke fact 
that negotiations had been opened at al] 
was regarded with niuch satisfaction all 
around. 


Offer to Settle Strike. 
A committee of five, representing the 
Strikers, had an extended conference 
with Attorney. Mayer, representing the 
employers’ association. The men offered 
to se@ttie the strike as far as the busi- 
ness houses were concerned, provided 
that the union men would not be asked 
to pick up goods from or make dcliveries 
to the express companies. They an- 
nounced that they would continue the 
strike against the express companies in- 
definitely.

Hoch Says He is Willing to Die, But 
That He is Not Guilty—He Asks 
God to Forgive All Those 
Who Have Taken Part 
Against Him. 


Chicago, June 3.—Johann Hoch, con- 
victed wife murderer and confessed big- 
amist, was sentenced by Judge Kersten 
today to be hanged June 28. Only a few 
persons were in court when the sentence 
was pronounced. The passing of sentence 
Came after a dramitac scene in court. 
Hoch forgave the prosecutors, the police, 
the jurors and the many witnesses who 
testified against him and asked that God 
have mercy on their souls. He said: 

“TIT am convinced that my poor, dear 
wife was murdered, but I am not her 
murderer.”’ 

The Hoch case was before Judge Ker- 
sten today on a motion for a new trial. 
After Judge Kersten overruled the mo- 
tion for a new trial, Hoch’s attorney 
presented a motion praying for a stay of 
judgment. This was also overruled. 

When the court asked if Hoch had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced, Hoch replied: 

“Judge, I am willing to die tonight if 
you think } am gullty. I am innocent of 
the crime, but I will now the crime was 
committed. God forgive you all. God 
have mercy on your souls, I have no 
feeling against you. If you think I am 
guilty of this murder, I am willing to 
have my life put out tonight.” 

Hoch then sat down. He was self-pos- 
sessed, but was palpably nervous. Fro- 
fuse perspiration covered his face and he 
was very pale. 

Judge Kersten said: 

“This court has no doubt that this man 
put that poor, confiding woman to death;

Formal sentence then was passed and 
Hoch was taken back to jail. 


CANADA WARS 
ON AMERICANS 


Railroad Officials Arrested 
Under Contract Labor 
Law. 


St. Thomas, Ont., June 3.—Colonel 
Sherwood, chief of the dominion police, 
has arrested Everett Cain, train.aaster 
and Chief Dispatcher James Gilhul, of 
the Pere Marquette railroad, for the pur- 
pose of deporting them to the United 
States under the alien labor act. A writ 
of habeas corpus was applied for today 
at Toronto and argument was heard by 
Justice Anglin, who reserved decision un- 
til Monday. In the meantime the men 
remain in the custody of Colonel Sher- 
wood until the case regarding the habeas 
corpus is argued. 

It is held that the Canadian parlia- 
ment had no right to provide for the de- 
portation of a citizen of a foreign coun- 
try, particularly one at the time friendly 
nation with it. It was also argued that 
the Canadian statute must be considered 
not to have any force unless the statute 
of the United States applies to Canada 
in a particular reference which it does 
not. Further, the power of Canada to 
enact such a statute, leaving the rest of 
the empire without legislation on the 
matter was questioned when a retaliatory 
law would enable the United States to 
return employes said to have been im- 
ported contrary to their statute to any 
dependency of the empire.

REDS REFUSE 
TO PAY TAXES 


Indians in the Territory Re- 
sist Enfercement of 
Federal Law. 


Washington, June 3.—Secretary Hitch- 
cock’s advices from Muscogee, I. T., con- 
firm the dispatches from that place re- 
garding the trouble in collecting taxes 
says there is nothing calling for troops. 

“I do not believe.’’ stated. the secre- 


tary, “‘that the people will go to such an 
extreme as to render an extreme course 
necessary; I am, however, determined 
that the law shall be enforced.” 

He said the matter is largely in the 
hands of the department of justice, but 
that the interior department Yeuld do all 
possible to assist them. The secretary 
fully approves the action of Inspector 
Wright in suspending Acting Indian 
Agent Wilson. AgyAt Shoenfeldt, who is 
absent from his post on account of sick- 
ness, we be asked to return or designate 
some other actifig agent satisfactory to 
the department. 

The tribal tax, over which the trouble 
has arisen, is in the nature of a license 
to do business in the Creek nation and 
igs assessed largely against whites who 
have gone into business in the Iygdian 
country. The tax has been resisted from 
the first and payment has been avoided 
for the past two or three years. Both 
the United States circuit court. and the 
United States ircuit court of appeals 
have decided in favor of. the legality of 
the tax in two cases, which are the 
only ones that have been § instituted. 
There is now an effort to have these 
cases removed to the supreme court of 
the United States with the hope, it is 
believed, at the department, that if this 
removal is secured the final disposition 
of the case will be postponed until after 
the tribal government goes out of ex- 
istence on March 4 next, when there 
could probably be no collection. 

The interior department officials point 
out that the people engaged in resisting 
payment now are not personally concerts 
ed in the cases in the court, but are 
acting on their own account and con- 
trary to the rulings of the courts. 

Indians to Appeal to Roosevelt. 

Muscogee, J. T., June,3.—All places of 
business in Muscogee closed yesterday by 
the Indian police for refusal to pay the 
triba] tax were reopened today and busi- 
ness was resumed, pending a decision in 
the case, which is now in the courts. in 
the meantime a committee of Muscogee 
business men has gone to Washington 
in an endeavor to have the order closing 
the stores set aside.

At a meeting of the board of education 
held yesterday morning in the office of 
Superintendent W. F. Slaton, of the At- 
lanta public schools, all the teachers 
that will serve during the next school 
term were elected.

of a little Japanese woman whose 
almond shaped eyes, high pompadour, 
continuous smile and native costume 
mark her as typical of her nation, have 
been the picturesque group delighting 
the Mttle folks on North avénue, since 
Tuesday last, when a well-known young 
Atlanta woman, wife of a distinguished 
young officer now in the Philippines, 
reached home to visit her family. 

She was accompanied on her long jour- 
ney by her young son, born last Septem- 
ber. She left the Philippines in March, 
and en route home visited China and 
Japan, seeing the latter country under 
the happy auspices of realizing a series 
of triumpns in the present war. 

Few women are so well equipped as 
she to discuss their travels, since she had 
had the advantages of several years’ 
travel in Great Britain and Europe pre- 
vious to her marriage, her love of art 
‘carrying her to those palaces and treas- 
ure galleries that tell more clearly the 
history of any country in its periods of 
civilization than could pages of, writ- 
ten matter. Her observations during her 
brief eastern tour are most interesting 
while her accounts of life among the 
army people in the Philippine- islands, 
the present status of the people in their 
relation to the governanent’ and the late 
disturbances there ingpire those listen- 
ing to her bright conversation to wonder 
whether our newly acquired possessions 


{ are really worth the life of one gallant 


American soldier, . 
Army Life in Philippines. 

“Army life in the Philippines should 
be a familiar story to our people now,” 
she said, when asked about it, “for 
all the magazines and papera_have sent 
tieir special correspondent tothe is- 
lands and pages and volumes havs been 
written’ about it. 

“Ts live there temporarily is an ex- 
perience most interesting, but it is ab- 
surd to sugest that a citizen of the 
United States would ever be willing to 
establish his permanent residence there, 
even under the brightest auspices the 
island might afford. 

“In Manila, the social life is delight- 
ful, but the majority of the posts where 
the different regiments are stationed are 
az far removed from the cities as pos- 
sible, the idea being to prevent any 
ideas that might exist among the na- 
tives as to our dominance over them 
and engender in their minds an idea of 
rrotection, rather than too rigid surveil- 
lance. 

“This fact renders communication of 
the various outer posts with the larger 
cities decidedly to the disadvantage of 
the army people. 

“For instance, the post where I re- 
sided was across the bay from Iloilo, 
the second largest city of the ‘slands, 
end the most important of the sugar 
shipping centers. Yet, it took quite 
four hours to reach there from our 
post where our quarters were, on a sand 
bill, the only sha.e being the pictur- 
esque but scarcely adequate leaves of 
the cocoanut trees. 

Our quarters, like those occupied by 
all the officers and their families, were 
of rough pine boards, the roof of tar 
paper. 

‘There were two rooms, separated by 
a long hall, the front of which was a 
sitting room, the rear a dining room, and 
the servants’ quarters were outside. The 
walls were covered with matting, and the 
floor covered with mats of native manu- 
facture. 

“The furniture, of bamboo and wicker, 
was that used a great deal now in this 
country, and was satisfactory, with the 
exception of the beds, hard affairs with- 
out springs or mattresses. The ornate 
was easily accomplishcd in the native 
crafts of the people. who are not with- 
out the art spirit, crude and strange as 
it is. 

“TI cannot say the life was monotonous, 
though there was a& sameness about the 
daily games of cards, the meéting at tpe 
army and navy club every Friday night, 
where we danced when it was not too 
hot; occasional shopping expeditions to 
the city, and tours of study and investi- 
gation into different parts of the island. 
“Small quarters prevented large private 
entertainments, but there is the most 
charming social spirit which animates the 
life of all the posits.” 

“I never realized how great wus the 
manufacture of canned goods till I went 
to the Philippines,” she continued, when 
asked the all-important question of what 
she had to eat while there.

Government and the People. 


The young Atlanta woman was reti- 
cent in her discussion of the succeSs a& 
yet acconiplished by the establishment 
of civic government, which had not heid 
long enough, as she thought, for results 
to be very decisive. 

“There are the Philippine constabulary, 
the Philippine scouts, and our regular 
army, separate and distinct, in their du- 
ties,’’ she explained. 

“The constabulary are Philippine sol- 
diers officered by Americans, but un- 
der the dominion of the eivic law. ‘Then 
there are the Philippine scouts, officered 
by Americans, controlled and paid by our 
army, but loaned to the civil govern- 
ment; a state of affairs out. of which 
complications naturally arise at times.

THE COLOMBIAN AND VENEZUE- 
* LAN REPUBLICS. 

The gtudy of two great races is worth 
the time of the greatest intellects. The 
evolution of races and their institutions 
constitute real history. The two domi- 
nant races of Furope and America are 
the Angio-Saxon and the Latin. They 
represent two distinct civilizations di- 
verging as greatly in the evolution of 
sociology, civics and religion as in their 
two languages. The Anglo-Saxon idea 
took its course from the Rhine into the 
British islands, then into America, and 
this republic today is the consummation 
of the evolution of the Anglo-Saxon idea. 
The Latin idea went in the opposite 
direction, and planted itself on the South 
American continent and the _ civiliza- 
tion of the South American republics rep- 
resents the evolution. of the Latin ide.., 
The civilization of North.and South 
America therefore represents the evolu- 
tion of two ideas—of two great races. 
The two great races living on this west- 
ern hemisphere, contesting for popular 
rights, should know and understand eaca 
other, should read each other's litera- 
ture and study each other's civilization,

Less than a 5-mile ride bfought the 
busses to the foot of the cliff, where 
the McAfee-Lind mine is located. That 
is a picturesque spot and to the student 
of mines and mining a very interesting 
one. 

There are 80 acres, all told, owned by 
Dr. W. W. McAfee, of Atlanta; M. P. 
Lind, of Philadelphia, and others. "The 
mine is only two years old, and while 
the. property in number of acres is not 
so large as some of the others, Mr. Lind 
and Dr. McAfee say that every foot of 


| it is rich in gold. 


The present work is being carried on in 
the side of a great hill, pine-crested at 
the top, and quite steep. The mill is 
located at the foot of this hill and on 
the summit is a reservoir from which 
water flows through the pipes into 
and through the “giant,” a sturdy look- 
great hole in the hill. 

Dr. McAfee was on hand to greet the 


Etowah, 


visitors, and the entire party after a 
look at the mill, made the ascent of the 
hill and some workmen with shovels gath- 
ered up ore wherever directed, This ore, 
dug out of the hillside, was carried down 
to the branch below, placed in pans and 
then began a very fascinating opera- 
tice. 

Members of the party took these pans, 
squatted down by the edge of the branch, 
dipped them in the water shook them, 
jostled them, almost caresseu .uem, and 
the result was gleaming bits of damp 
gold, all alone, in the bottom of the 
pan. 

A panful of ore weighs some ‘8 or 9 
pounds at the most, and the gold shaken 
and washed out of that weight of earth 
and rock had a market value of about 
15 cents. The calculation of what a ton 
of the same stuff contains in gold Ts a 
mere matter of arithmetical calcu.ation. 

“You see what sort of dirt we hava 
here,” remarked Mr. Lind, “but our 
trouble is the expense and difficulty 
of operating. We haven't sufficient wa- 
ter. The engine has to do duty in two 
ways, pumping water up into the reser- 
voir from the creek and running the mill 
as well. When we're pumping, the mill 
can’t run, and when the mill is running, 
we can’t pump. 

‘Wood, although the mountains are 
covered with it, is hard to get in shape 
for use in a boiler. It is expensive, too. 
But when we have our electric plants in 
operation we can run both the’ mill and 
the pump by dynamos and do away en- 
tirely with the cost of wood, the trouble 
of an engine and the pay of an engineer. 
You can see at a glance what a great 
saving it would mean, reducing expenses 
of operating and permitting us to work 
day and night.” 

Value of the Dirt. 

The ore taken from those 80 acres as- 
says on an average of $70 to the ton, 
it ts said, and iit is . calculated 
from the veins aiready uncovered, 
thet tne supply will hold out for 
many years. Tine mine, like the 
is equipped with a ten- 
stamp mill, but it is the intention of tie 
men behind the movement mentioned 
to double the size of these mills, there- 
by doubling at least the daily capacity 
of the plants, 

Beyond the McAfee-Lind mine on the 
road to Dahlonega lies a venerable 
mountain known as Turkey Hill. After 
the departure from the picturesque 
branch at the foot of the picturesque 
hil) from which the ore was taken and 
washed, Turkey Hill was the next ob- 
jective. 

When one reaches the top of 
mountain he has done something. At 
least. he has risen in the world, for 
Turkey Hill’s lofty crown is one of the 
highest points in all that region. On 
this mountain top the men who are 
organizing the combination of mining 
properties have secured control of some 
325 acres, in which three well-defined 
fissure veins had already been uncovered 
by the crudest sort of methods. 

On the day in question the top of 
Turkey Hill was our banauet hall, for 
there the lunch was spread beneath mag- 
nificent oaks whose genial shade was 
welcome Indeed after the hot mountain 
road. There were “great things doing’ 
when the big lunch box was opened and 
all the goodles therein were exposed i9 
the view and to the eager hands of the 
hungry men. 

When the lunch box was disposed of 
and cigars tiad been lighted all around, 
the travelers strolled leisurely over to 
the gullies where the gold veins peep 
forth. Here and there big holes had 
been washed or dug, and running: slant- 
wise in the red clay the bulging stratas 
of white quartz were plainly visible. 

The sight filled one with strange awe. 
The whole landscapve was rugged and 
grand. Everything, the trees, the hills, 
the rocks, were massive and gigantic, 
and the veins of gold ore, jagged and 
solid, spoke of the ancient age when the 
hand of nature was busy shaping the 
w orld. 

Not far away the Chestatee river 
rushes through its rocky bed, and there 
it is proposed fo build a dam and estab- 
lish a power plant, operating not only 
the McAfee-Lind amd the Turkey Hill 
mines, Dut Dy purchase and sale of pow- 
er many of the numerous small mines 
scattered at frequent intervals all over 
the vicinity.

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This property is particularly rich in 
the “black sands,” a form of natural 
concentrates very rich in gold, but of 
little or no commercial value heretofore, 
because of the difficulty experienced in 
abstracting the precious metal. Here 
again Mr, Arnold’s haloid-cyanide inven- 
tion comes into play, for by its means, 
he says, he can reduce practically all 
the gold found in those rich, black 
sands.

Department of Pharmacy. 

The department of pharmacy, under 
the supervision of Dean J. F. Sellers, al- 
though young, has prospered this year, 
and is now well founded. This will 
soon prove one of the most popular 
departments at Mercer. There ig “@ 
move on foot to secure the weather bu- 
reau upon the campus, and in this event 
another department will be added, and 
the weather forecaster is to have charge. 
If the meeting of the board of trustees 
on Monday proves fruitful in a sufi- 
clent degree to cause the selection of a 
strong president and members of the 
faculty to fill places of those resigned, 
there is little doubt thaf the coming 
year will be one fraught with results of 
far reaching consequence in the educa- 
tion of the young men who attend Mer- 
cer for their college training. 

Three Professors To Resign. 

Three members of Mercer’. univer- 
sity’s faculty who have had a great 
deal to do with broadening the 
scope of work and modernizing its ideas 
and ideals, are to leave the institution at 
the close of the present season. These are 
Dr. P. D. Pollock, who has served as 
president for the past nine years: Dr. B. 
D. Ragsdale, who has served as profes- 
sor of theology and Bible for nine years, 
and Professor George Herbert Clarke, of 
the chair of English language and liter. 
ature. 

Dr, Pollock is a native Georgian, re- 
celved his college education at Mercer, 
is a graduate of the law school of the 
University of Georgia, and was also a 
student in both Paris and Berlin for two 
years, where he gave a great deal of time 
to the study of languages and literature. 
Soon after his return home he was 
chosen to the chair of English in Mercer, 
and gave up the schools in Newnan, Ga., 
for the position. In 1896 he was elected 
president of Mercer, and has since that 
time been actively engaged in the work 
of building for the young men who look- 
ed toward Mercer for their college train 
ing 

On account of continued 1!) health, Dr. 
Pollock last year stated to the board o/ 
trustees that it would be necessary to 
elect another president. Instead 4 
year’s leave of absence was granted, and 
he was asked to take a trip to Europe tn 
quest of health. He chose to remain ir 
Georgia, however, and a short while ago 
again sent In his resignation and asked 
the board to elect another man who could 
give his time to the tnterests of the in- 
stitution. He jis still suffering, and sees 
the need of such action. 

The Baptists of Georgia have never 
witnessed such wide public interest in 
Mercer university as that which has been 
taken during Dr. Pollock’s administration. 
Through his efforts a new and benevolent 
life has been aroused in the large num- 
ber of graduates. The standard of 
scholarship has been raised, and the 
curriculum has been placed on a uni- 
versity basis. Besides adding three hand- 
some brick buildings, costing $20,000, he 
has added $115,000 to the endowment 
fund of the institution. He has acquired 
four acres of valuable land adjoining the 
college campus for the expanding needs 
of the institution in after years, and, 
lastly, Dr. Pollock has contributed a 
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dignity to alt departments of college 


work which must be lasting. 
Dr. Ragsdale’s Nine Years. 

Another man who has been with Mercer 
Bince 1896, and one who has closely 
guarded the ‘interests of the denomination 
in the training of young ministers, is Dr. 
B. D. Ragsdale. During recent years the 
wider growth at Mercer has been in gen- 
eral university work, the addition of de- 
partmeuts which would afford study for 
young men in the different professions, 
and, while Dr. Ragsdale traveled the 
state in the interest of all departments, 
he has kept well informed. as to the 
greatest good that could be done for those 
young men who were to go out as min- 
isters. 

Dr, Ragsdale is a native of Lithonia, 
Ga., graduated in the class of |886 at 
Mercer and finished his training as a 
minister at the Southern Baptist Theo. 
logical Seminary at Louisville, Ky. The 
degree of doctor of divinity was con- 
ferred upon him at Mercer shortly after 
he began a bright career as a r.inister. 

Dr. Ragsdale’s resignation came as a 
surprise to the graduates and friends of 
the institution, who have for the past 
nine years been acquainted with his 
singular devotion to Mercer's. larger in- 
terests and his faithful and tireless ef- 
forts to promote her growth. Baptists 
all over the state are aware of the fact 
that the place he has held in the col- 
lege community will not be easily filled, 

Professor George Herbert Clarke. 

The chair of EnghHsh at Mercer, the 
institution itself, and all those who,/have 
an appreciation of a genuine literary 
impulse as a quickening force in higher 
educational work, have lost a deft and 
fostering hand in the resignation of 
Professor G. H. Clarke. Although he 
has been at Mercer only three years, it 
is well known wherever men have been 
concerned in the affairs of Mercer uni- 
versity, that through his labors, his 
scholarship and rare insight which has 
itself enabled him to become a contrib- 
utor to literature, the study of English 
language and literature has been placed 
upon a standard never before reached 
at this institution. 

He was born at Gravesend, Kent in 
England, in 1873, and moved early to 
Canada, where he received his education 
in Woodstock college and McMaster uni- 
versity. He was managing editor of the 
Baptist Union four years, a paper hav- 
ing the largest Baptist circulation in 
the world. In !I90!1 he published a book 
entitled ‘‘Wayfarings,”’ a rich and taste. 
ful little volume containing sixty-five 
poems. For two years he has. been 
chosen as English instructor in Pea- 
body college for teachers in Nashville 
for ¢ummer work. He is now engaged 
in editing a volume of Bacon’s essay3 
for the MacMillan Company. Professor 
Clarke has ‘been a steady contributor to 
the magazines, and is recognized widely 
as a man who wields a facile pen. 

His contributions to the aesthetics of 
Mercer's college life in these three years 
has been inestimable. He came to 
Georgia with an appreciation of litera- 
ture that has endeared him to the large 
classes who have studied under him, 
and he is known throughout the state 
as one of the ablest instructors in this 
branch now within its bounds. The res- 
olutions passed by the classes at Mer- 
cer during the time elapsing since his 
resignation are but a small expression 
of the vigh appreciation young men have 
of him as a man in love with his cail- 
ing. 

These three men leave the faculty 
when tomorrow their successors are to 
be chosen by the board of trustees of 
the institution. All eyes are turned to 
the action of the board, and Baptists 
everywhere will be interested in those 
who are to become their successors on 
account of the fact that they are to 
fill very important positions,

NEGRO REFORMATORY MADE POSSIBLE 
BY WORK OF TWO OBSCURE NEGRO WOMEN 


ELF-HELP, the keystone of Book- 

er Washington’s creed for the sal- 

vation of the negro race, has fourd 
two humble disciples in Atlanta. Two 
obscure negro women, with no aid save 
their own courage and simple faith, 
have taken the first vital steps toward 
a reformatory for the juvenile crimina!s 
of their race. 

Their names are Fannie Slack and 
Lillie Turner Davis. By stinting them- 
selves in all save the necessities of life 
and active canvassing among their ne- 


gro friends, they have come into pos- 
session of.a forty-acre farm and a s!ix- 
room house on the Hapeville road. By 
the erm@ of the current year they hope 
to have made such payments on tho 
property as will enable them to taks 
complete control, and open the doors of 
the first reformatory, for negroes in the 


state of Georgia. The site is about 4 
mile from Hapeville and approximately 
the same distance south of the Fulton 
county reformatory for whites. 


Self-Help Their War Cry. 

The purchase price of the property, 
which was sold by W. M. Scott, of this 
city, is $2,500. If the plans of the two 
women prosper they will have pall a 
fifth of that sum by January !, 1906, 
and from that time forward they expect 
to discharge the remainder through’ as 
large annual payments as they can ar- 
range. Up to the present they have 
practically confined their efforts to the 
members of their own race. Feeling that 
the latter were to be the most direct 
beneficiaries, they argued fhat Kk would 
mot be consistent to approach the white 
people of the state, until they could 
demonstrate that the movement had got- 
ent on its feet through the unaided ef- 
forts of the negroes themselves. 

That they have accomplished this ‘!s 
evidenced by the views published here- 
with. The photographs were taken on 
the farm in*question, and show the dwell- 
ing place and typical portions of the 
property. Many of the prominent white 
people of Atlanta have promised thefr 
cooperation on the comletion of this 
first stage. The negro bishops of At- 
lanta have expressed a similar willings- 
ness, and it seems that the work should 
now proceed with little delay. 

Neither of these women are highly edu- 
cated. They know nothing of the prin- 
ciples of penology. sut they do realize 
the urgent need of a reformatory for 
the child eriminals of their race. Time 
after time they have seen negro boys 
sentenced to the stockade or public 
worka and emerge tainted with the gerins 
of the professional law-breaker, They 
belleve that this process, duplicated 
every day in the town and city courts 
of Georgia, is one of the most prolific 
feeders of the tables of negro oriminol- 
ogy. Its checking is the problem to 
which they are addressing their efforts. 
‘They are convinced that a reformatory, 
wisely and firmly managed, will effec- 
tively supplement the work of schools 
and churches are doing along this line. 

A Chartered Institution. 

Necessarily, their progress uni now 
has been siow. But they have taken 
the first diffcult step, showing their 
earnestness in the matter. They have 
also chartered the institution under the 
caption of the “Georgia State Reform- 
atory for Colored Boys and Girls.” The 
subsequent details of suppom and man- 
agement are not worrying them now. 
They are wisely concentrating their ef- 
forts on the probiems of the immediate 
present, strong in their faith that the 
strength of their cause will carry it in 
time to a successful culmination. 

They appreciate the value of organiza- 
tion, too, these unassuming negro wom- 
en. They have located headquarters at 
60 Valentine street, this city, and have 
formed nineteen state clubs to. arouse 
the sentiment of negroes throughout the 
ciate and to assist in the raising of 
funds.

Judge Broyles Talks. 

City Recorder Broyles, who is in e 
pcsition to realize the-sore need of such 
an institution, is heartily in sympathy 
with the project. He said: 

“I was aware that such an institu- 
tion was being agitated, though I know 
rothing. of the women who have it in 
charge. However, | am most heartily in 
sympathy with the idea. Daily, negro 
boys come before me, in many instances 
for trivial offenses, whom [ am com- 


pelled to send to the stockade, to mingle 
with hardened criminals of their own 
and the white race. There is no other 
alternative. As a result,, they come 
out at the expiration of their sen- 
tences strengthened in depravity and 
with any latent bent in the direction of 
erime given a dangerous impetus. 

“If such a place as the one you de- 
scribe were at my disposal, I would 
gladly commit negro juvenile criminals 
there, provided, of course, the proper 
legal steps were taken beforehand, and 
the institution given the proper official 
sanction. I believe it would exert an 
immediate s@intary effect on the negro 
criminal rate, and that its good effects 
would be even more pronounced in the 
future, as its benefits were extended to 
other courts throughout the state.” 


Governor Terrell’s Views. 


Governor Terrell also takes an optimis- 
t:c view of the proposed negro reform- 
aiory. He says: 

“The advantage of a reformatory over 
& penitentiary for young negro difend- 
ers is, of course, obvious. It would, 
however, be necessary that the legislature 
be convinced as to the proper manage- 
ment of such an institution before it 
authorized the courts to make commit- 
tals. If it ig accorded financial aid by 
the state, it will, of course, be an addi- 
tional demand on the tax-payers. But if 
the number of penitentiary inmates is 
thereby decreased, I gheuld think that 
the money would be well expended. Cer- 
tain classes of offenders it would not 
reach, though I am convinced that there 
is really a wide fleld for its operation. 
We will be in a better position to 
discuss the matter definitely when the 
tTaovement has made greater headway.” 

That two obscure negro women, of their 
own initiative, without even the aiq of 
the influential people of their own race, 
heve been able to bring a movement 
cf this scope to its present status, is a 
remarkable achievement. If they are 
able to carry it to a successful comple- 
tion, they will be rendering a notable 
service to their people.

ROM the halls of Shorter college

On account of lgck of accommodations ft 
was necessary to refuse admission ‘o 
several] dozens of applicants. 

Such conditions as these confronted the 
Baptist trustees almost from the day 
they took charge of the affairs of Shorter 
college, and the problem thus presented 
hag bee an ever present one until to- 
dav, 

The curriculum has beeh raised, and 
other means taken to uplift the standari 
of the college. but this has only served to 
well the numbers who knock at te 
gutes, asking that they, too, be admitted 
into the light. 

A vear ago it was suggested in the an- 
nual meeting of the board of trustees 
that steps be taken to raise funds for 
increasing the facilities of Sherter co'- 
lege, indéed, to raise sufficient money ‘o 
practically double the present capacity” 
of the institution.

,To obtain a clear idea of what is to 

done one must understand what 
makes up Shorter college today. A gen- 
eral outline follows: 

Me school is located on a towering 
hili in the. very heart of tthe city of 
Rome: The climate is delightful the 
year round, and is not..excelled for its 
health-giving qualities by any spot 
Georgia. To the charm of climate is 
surroundings. The view from tthe Short- 
er college hill. is one splendid panorama, 
including in its vast sweep miles on miles 
of country as beautiful as any to be 
found on the globe. It would be difficult 
to Imagine a more ideal localtion, 

The grounds are arranged in terraces, 
rising one above the other, exquisitely 
carpeted with velvet grass and carefully 
trained flower, and shrubs. 

The bulidings face west, the street run. 
ning in front of the campus being Third 
avenue, one of ithe most elegant residence 
streets in Rome. The front is that of an 
entire long block, something like 600 or 
| 700 feet, The street at either end are 
(East Third and East Fourth, also popu- 
lar residence streets, 

The most prominent structures on these 

commanding grounds are the main col- | 
lege building and main dormitory, hand- 
some edifices of red brick,. united by 
passageways. The main ccllege building | 
was erected in 1877 and was ‘the nucleus 
of the college ensemble as it stands to- 
day. It cost about $28,000 and contains 
a dozen or more class rooms and the 
chapel and assembly hall of the schwol., 
» The main dormitory adjoining was 
buit two vyvears late, in 1879, as a cosi 
of about $20,000. Like the college buiid- 
ing. it is three stories high and has a 
basement. It provides accommodations 
for about 100 girl students. 

The second dornittory stands just south 
of its sister structure. Itg original use 
has been abandoned to a grea: extent 
and it is now the home of the art gai- 
lery, the academic and primary depart- 
mems. _-It was buik in 1885 at a cost 
of approximately $10,000. 

‘In addition’ to tthe buildings named 
there atc «<n the campus the frame con- 
servatory of music, 
for tthe needs of the musical department 
of the college, now ranking ag one of 
the finest music schools in the south at 
any rate; a I!0-rmom brick residence, 
used as a dormitory: a frame residence 
used for the same purpose. and a brick 
building used as a kitchen and laundry. 

Outside the campus the school has rent- 
ed some six or seven private residences 
for dormitory uses. This group of resi- 
dences includes every available house in 
the neighborhood, and it is impossible to 
rem a Single other dwelling adjoining 
the school grounds. 

All these butidings together provide 
dwelling and schoo] accommodations for 
about 250 giris. If there was more room 
available the present enmroiilmen would 
easily have been 350.

By its aid the three-fold mission of the 
school is carried out, and the young giris 
who pass through the halis of Shorter 
oult into the wide world to take up the 
burdens and cares of life: are equipped 
with well trained minds, strong bodies 
and hearts softened and attuned to the 
sweetest, holiest chords of human hope 
and feeling. 

The alumnae of Shorter college are the 
wives of governors, senators and prom- 
inent men of the south. Wherever they 
go they carry “ith them the radiant in- 
fluence of the training received on the 
quiet hille of Rome, an influence that 
shines in the home and in society wn- 
dimmed by the passing years, And that, 
after all, is the mission of Shorter, for 
than this no college’ on earth could have 
a loftier end to seek. 

A glance at the list of the faculty is 
enough to demonstrate the educational 
value of the school, and a very slight 
acquaintance with its members is enough 
to bring home the understanding of ‘how 
the results just mentioned are brought 
about.

One of the useg to which the $260,000 
to be raised will be put ig thdt of in- 
creasing the number of free scholarships 
so that not fifteen, but perhaps fifty 
young women, denied advantages by their 
own circumstances, will fing the doors of 
Shorter swing open with gehial welcome.

186). fought in West Virgin-a 
under Gernerat Robert S. Garnett, taking 
part in the Laurel Hill engagement, and 
the fights at Carrick’s ford, Greenbrier 
river and Cheat mountain.

Eighteenth Georgia Regiment. 

“Known also as the Third Texas, by 
the Texas regiments of Hoad’s old 
brigade, to which it belonged until (863, 
when it was brigaded with other Geor- 
gia regiments under General W. T. Wof- 
fcrd. It was one of the most gallant 
regiments, and in the fight at Cold Har- 
bor, June, 1862, together with the Fourth 
Texas regiment and Hampton’s South 
Carolina Legion, charged |! mile and 
captured part ot Porter’s line and four- 
teen pieces of artilery and held them.

It part 
pated gallantly in all the campaigns in 
Virginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
and surrendered at Appomattox court 
house April 9, 1865. The rank and file 
vere from among the sturdy, full- 
blooded middle Georgia Americans, many 
of them men of wealth, and all of them 
patriots. 


Forty-fourth Georgia Regiment. 

Commanded by the gallant Robert A, 
Smith, of Macon, Ga.' was oné of 
the regiments of J. G. ker’s then R. 
S. Ripley's brigade. ., Hill's di- 
vision, army of norther irginia. 

“After General Ripley had been «e- 
verely wounded, General George Doles 
became the brigade com@pander, and the 
forty-fourth regiment remained in this 
brigade until the surrender. 

“On May 10, 1864, at*.Spottsyivania 
ccurt honse, General. Upton’s storming 
column of ten picked fegiments assaulted 
Doles’ brigade of four small regiments 
and captured about 60 per cent of this 
regiment, among them the color bearer. 
For twenty minutes Upton’s men held a 
small part of the confederate line, but 
Gordon's brigade came to the assistancs 
of Dole, and the federals were driven 
back. The Forty-fourth served during 
the war, and surrendered seventy-three 
men at Appomattox. 
Twenty-first Georgia Regiment Flag. 

“This regiment has the distinction of 
sustaining a greater per centage of 
losses during the four years of. service 
than any other Georgia regiment. Aft 
the second battle of Manasseg it lost 64 
per cent killed and wounded, and the 
rémnant held their ground. 

“It was one of Trimblies’ brigade in 
Jackson's vailey campaign, taking part 
in all the engagements against Milroy, 
Banks, Fremont and Shields. 
became a part of the Doles-Cook bri- 
gade, Rodes’ division, and fought in all 
the battles in Virginia, Maryland and 
Fennsylvania. Surrendered fifty men at 
Appomattox, where®the flag was given 
up. Colonel John T. Mercer was a West 
Pointer, and was killed at Plymouth, N. 
C., when Hoke’s division captured that 
place.

REV. C. B. WILMER REVIEWS | 
_ DR. BRADLEY’S NEW BOOK

A notable book hgs just come off the 


press of the Fieming H. Revell Com- 


pany, entitled “Christianity as Taught 


by Christ.”” The- work is,by Dr. H. 58. 
Bradley, pastor of Trinity Metaodist 
church of this city. 

It wil! be recalled that these sermons 
Were written for The Constitution and 
were first published in its columns, one 
@ week, for about a year.

tution with tae folowing comprehensive 
and interesting review of this work. 


“Editor Corstitution— The irvitation ex- 


tended to me by The Constitution to re- 
view Dr. Bradley's volume of sermons 
is one that I accept with pleasure not 
unmixed with a grave sense of respor- 
sibility. This is no ordinary book, 
whether from the standpoint of the spe- 
cla] task undertaken by the author or 
the ability with which that task jis per- 
formed. My aim is criticism in the 
original sense of the word; that is, not 
primarily either praise or Blame, but an 


ostimate of value. We have here twenty- 


five sermons from as many texts, all 
chosen from tne words of Christ Himself, 
and mostly f#jm the Sermon on the 
Mount. And this selection of texts is 
made -deliberately and with a. definite 
purpose, as foreshadowed in the titie, 
‘Christianity as Taught by Christ.’ se 
author believes that ‘the Apostle Pau! 
has had a hundred times as much to do 
with shaping the creeds of Christendom 
as Jesus Himself,’ and that the way 
aut of the perplexitias which he sees to 


exist is what has now come to be a| 
popular cry in the progressive theological | 


world, viz., ‘Back to Christ!’ It is clear, 
then, that two distinct problems are pre- 
gented tu the reviewer of these sermons: 
(1) What of the treatment of the texts 
chosen; and, (2) ‘Wiat is the true rela- 
tion between the teaching of Jesus and 
that of the apostles? 

‘Under the first head, as to the value 
of these sermons viewed as practical] ex- 
pegitions of certain words spoken by our 
Lord, one must speak language of al- 
most. unqualified commendation. There 
are faulty statements, here and therg, 
and occasional infelicities of style, but 
speaking generally, the author's percep- 
tion of the ‘inner spirit of Jesus’ teach- 
ing, and his power of simple yet pro- 
found statément; his understanding of 
the trials and. temptations of modern 
life, with their essential similarity to 
those of Jesus’ own life; his power of 
iliustration, especially in the field of na- 
ture, wherein his scientific equipment 
makes him especially strong; the sweet 
reasonableness which would win rather 
than drive men to the wisdom of right. 
eousness; the unconscious manly tone 
pervading all that he says, with the «b- 
sence of current theological phrases 
‘which have become meaningless or mis- 
leading; In a word, the author's knowl- 
edge of human nature and of Christ 
nature, with the power to. bring the one 
to bear upon the other—all these make 
a combination that are at once the in- 
Spiration of every reader and the 
despair of the preacher. I have’ not 
space to quote, but I would call espe- 
cial attention to the sermon on ‘Con- 
duct the Proper Test of Creed,’ as con- 
taining a tribute to the character ani 
person#ity of our Lord that deserves a 
place, tn my judgment, in the volumes 
devoted to appreciations of the Man of 
Gallilee that have become classic. 

“But is impossible to view these ser- 
mons in their true perspective without 
asking such questions as these: Where 
does the church come in? What are we 
to do with the apostolical preaching? 
What of the Holy Spirit? In a word, 
can a complete view of Christianaity he 
gained even by taking ‘the discourses 
of Jesus and displaying the connected 
and symmetrical system of truth, which 
He taught.’ if we ignore the relation of 
that teaching to the rest of the New 
Testament and its place in the organic 
growth of the Kingdom? Is (Christian- 
ity only a ‘symmetrical system of ith,’ 
or is it essentially a society, a féllow- 
ship of persons in whom, collectively 
and individually, 1s the Holy Spirit, and 
having the ethical teachinys of Jesus 
#8. so to speak, their Magna Charta? 

“The student of Christianity cannot 
Nmit his view to certain texts selected in 
accordance with some preconceived fhe- 
ory. He is bound to take fhto considera- 
tion, for example, the actual experience 
of. those persons in whose hearts the 
kingdom was actually established and to 
ask, How was that accomplished? Now 
when we thus extend our. field of study, 
we come upon a cardinal fact viz.. that 
even in the case of those very disciples 
of Jesus who enjoyed the privilege of 
His immediate companionship and on 
whose ears fell those words of gracious- 
ness so delightfully expounded for us by 
Dr. Bradley, the teaching of Jesus failed 
of its characteristic effect gntil after the 
coming of the Holy Spirit, which was 
preceded by the death, resurrection and 
ascension of Christ, and was vitally con- 
nected with the preaching of the apostles, 
a preaching which had for its central 
theme,-Jesus Himself. Furthermore, we 
find that this result accords with Ger- 
tain words of Jesus not Included tn Dr. 
Bradley's collection, and is likewise a 
fulfillment of Old Testament prophecy. 
The teaching of Jesus, when taken’ in its 
entirety, points forward—to the Spirit's 
action, as the means by which His teach- 
ing was to be made effective, and the 
prophet Ezekiel, for one, fortells the 
time when God's law was to be written 
in the hearts of men through God's spirit. 
The simple truth is, Jesus Himself was 
to be preached, and fhis couiu be done 
only after Jesus_had finished all that He 
came to teach.and do. The apostolical 
preaching is undoubtedly to be checked, 
as is now being done for the first time,

whether, if there had been no church. to 
propagate the teachings of Christ, the 
learned author of these sermons would 
ever have known what the’ words. of 
Jesus were, or ever have had a pulpit 
from which to expound them. 

“But not only does the author ignore 
facts and scriptures essential to gain- 
ing ad complete view of Christianity, 
candor ‘compels me to add that even as 
regards the very words of Jesus em- 
ployed by Dr. Bradley, there is, @ 
several crucial instances, a lack 
deep analysis which would iteelf have 
corrected’ the author’s too partial view 
and led him to the wider view I am 
urging as essential. In the sermon on 
‘The Child the Father to the Man’ 
everything said is of the first quality 
of exceHence, but I find no allusion (in 
the narrative of Jesus as a Boy in the 
temple) to such facts and truths as 
these: Every Jewish boy, at about the 
age of 12, became a ‘son of the law,’ 
but this Boy, with His “Wist ye not

in the bud. And this Boy does not ex- 
plicitly state, but, what is far stronger, 
calmly assumes, as a matter of course, 
a relationship to God unknown, up to 
that time or since, in Israel or the 
world. The life of Jesus, like the true 
life of His disciples, came from the 
spirit of God within Him. 

“Once more in another sermon (page 
70) the entire force of a most excellenm 
exposition of the kingdom is almost 
broken by a quotation to the effect that 
‘no natural reading of the kingdom. can 
exclude Plato.’ Now one thing is __cer- 
tain: if Plato was (during his -lifetime 
upon earth) in that spiritual state and 
sphere of.existence which we call the 
kingdom of God par excellence, it. fol- 
lows that the Pentecostal gift of the 
Holy Spirit represents nothing new, dis- 
tinctive and final for man. And to 
corroborate this I need no better argu- 
ments than those supplied by Dr. Brad- 
ley himself: if the phrase ‘kingdom of 
God’ as used by Jesus was ‘what Jesus 
Himself experienced;’ if it. means ‘fdr 
each individual a filial rel&tion to God 
and a fraternal relation to man;’ if it 
means ‘something “both present and fu- 
ture;’ if it came ‘in the fullness of 
time’ and was vitally connected, as well 
as connected in fact with the advent of

if it. was ‘the newest 
and highest environment—how — could 
Plato have been in it? Moreover if it 
be meant that philosophy can put 4a 
person into the kingdom of God, that is 
to misunderstand the very genius of 
Christianity and certainly to contradict 
many express words of Jesus. A philoso- 
phical conception of God, however ex- 


alted, is no more the same spiritual ex- 
perience as fellowship with God than 
seeing a’ mirage is the same experience 
as. drinking water. 

“Jacus himself, moreover, plainly de- 
clared that the least in the kingdom was 
greater than John the Baptist, than 
whom He declared no greater had been 
born. Was Plato greater ‘than Jonn,. or 
did Platig, in the spiritual history of hu- 
manity, occupy a more favorable rela- 
tion to the kingdom than John? Nor 
need this puzzle us. John, thrown into 
prison. doubte@ whether afier all Jesus 
were the Promised, One; while the Apos- 
tle Paul thrown into prison sang songs 
of joy. The death and resurrection of 
Christ. and the coming of the spirit, had 

made the kingdom a reality upon earth; 
had made its nature for the first time ful- 
ly understood, and had opened a door 
of entrance, through dying to self and 
the world and rising into the spiritual. 
The truth is, no natural reading of the 
kingdom can, by any possibility include 
Plato, any, e than to apply Dr. Brad. 
ley’s ‘own illustration; a reptile~ could 
have heard or heeded the call to become 
a bird before the necessary stage of evo- 
lution “had been reached. (Of course I 
am not epeaking of the ultimaite faite of 
Piatto or John, but only of their rela- 
tion during their earthly lives, to the 
kingdom upon earth.) 

“To sum up and conelude: I am far 
from imferring that Dr. Bradley. denies 
whatever he does nat affirm; but it was 
impossible, as i seemed to me, to view 
these ndble sernions in their true per- 
spective without pointing out certain 
limitations, bo#fi in ‘the field selected by 
the preacher, and in the treatment of 
the texts selected. What he has done 
for us is mot to. give, even in. outline, a 
complete view of ‘Christiantty a, taught 
by Christ,’ but.an -invaluable contribu- 
tion towards understanding the princi- 
ples of the human life of Christ in their 
application to our own every. day lives. 
He has brought us back to the solid 


‘ground that religion is Hfe, even the life 


of loving service as it was lived by 
Christ; regeneration by the spirit of 
God, must be undestood to mean noth- 
ing less than writing the ethics of Jesus 
in our hearts and lives, and not ‘get- 
ting happy, by an old gum log,’.or any- 
other emotional experience. To have

The gods could 
cry out in a louder voice than men, that 
is all, ‘Their chariots were drawn by 
winged -horses,. eagles or doves. Ours 
run by. themselves. The man of today 
can perform veritable miracles with the 
means that science has’ placed in his 
hands. And to, think that with such an | 
edifice and sudh means we. live in the 
wonderful abode that labor has given 
us, that science has delivered’ over to 


ohe entrenches himself in his cavern. 
Rarely has the human mind been more 
fragmentary, more exclusive and mor? 
sectarian. We are unwortby of our good 
fortune and belgw our. destiny, 

An event like this makes me proud of 
being a man, but at the same time it 
compels me to smite my bfeast—for 
what do we do and what do we derive 
from it all? This time of our history 
is “most interesting; there never has 
heen a more interesting one. 

In speaking of the time when the Son 
of Man. walked on this earth we often 
say: “How happy were those men who 
heard Him, in the midst of whom He 
sat and taught!" But ff He came back 
now, He would say to us: “Why do you 
complain? You say that the oracles no 
lcnger speak, that the heavens are dum». 
Never has:the great book of knowledge 
been so widely open. ‘ But your eyes 
are blind. 

You do not see the marvels and you 
exaggerate the difficulties. You allow 
yourself to be impeded by the wré@tched 
little works of the moles, by obstacles of 
interest that man has created between 
himiself and his fellow-creatures. You 
let yourself be stopped by thin walls of 
parchment and formulas which you have 
raised up between your mind and that 
of others. You say to yourself: “We 
cannot: hope to meet each pther—it is too 
difficult.’’ Men of little Taith! ff you 
only had in this time in which you live, 
this mangificent period that affords you 
sO many means, if you only had, as 
well as the material instruments that 
have been placed in your hands, a little 
faith as much as a mustard seed, ydu 
could lift mountains!” That is what He 
would say to us.” 

What ts wanting in us is not the voice 
of Sinai, nor the voice of Calvary nor 
the voice of God, nor His help. What is 
wanting in us is courage, faith to believe 
in ourselves and our destiny, strength to 
walk as the ancients walked in ignorance 
and poverty, but with eyes that gazed on 
the other side of futurity. 

My brethren, this is the great lesson 
that I have found in my work of the 
miners and engineers who have pierced 
the Simplon. I. hope that this lesson, 
which has ‘so appealed to me and upon 
which I have greatly meditated, will 
touch some of you and wil! bear fruit.

Cobb’s Legion Infantry. 

This regiment was one of Cobb's 
gia brigade, commanded by Colonel 
Thomas R. R. Cobb, who was afterwards 
promoted to brigadier general. 

It was in all the engagements fought 
by the army of northern Virginia. 

At Fredericksburg,’ December 13, 1862, 
this brigade held the advance line in front 
of. Mayre’s Hill®and repulsed repeated 
assaults by Bufhside's right wing. They 
were aided late in the fight by Kershaw’s 
and Ransom’s brigades, but refused to 
leave the post .of honor. -General Thomas 
Cobb was killed in this battle, and Gen- 
eral W. T. Wofford afterwards com- 
manded it.

THE MESSAGE OF THE RISEN 
CHRIST 


The Book of Revelation is the clasp 
of the whole volume—a clasp made ‘of 
gold from the street of the New Jerusa- 
lem, studded with jewels from its walls, 
and graven with the mystic emblems of } 
beasts and elderg. The position it holds 
in the sacred cacnon is evidently the 
very one Inspiration designed it should 
ccupy. The last book corresponds to the 
rst with its paradise, tree and river. 
And the beatitude upon the reader is not 
tor the one who peruses Revelation only, 
but the whole volume: The curse. upon 
the one who adds to or detracts from 
refer® not to the Apocalypse alone, ut 
to the entire Scripture. Thus Revela- 

tion binds the volume together. 

The place of its composition was prev- | 
fously so obscure that the ‘writer must 
needs inform the earliest readers that 
Patmos is an island. But ever since that 
Aegean rock which served the last seer 
as a watch-tower from which to’ view 
the double panorama, celestial and ter- 
restial. has been covered with a “solemn 
glory.” The person of the composer, too, 
has a fascinating charm. “The Thunder- 
er,” and yet “the beloved disciple; the 
last link between the apostolic and post- 
apostolic age; all his associates in the 
college of the apostles dead, and that, 
too, by vivlence; he, In age and feeb'e. 
ness extreme, an exile hv the oruelty 
of Domitian, possibly a commen laborcr 
In the quarry—such a one on the Lord's 
day, caught up into the Lord's presencs 
in the third heaven, and not, like Paul, 
reticent as to what he saw, but “forc-

Mortal eye coul@ not 
have supported it had it been inetan- 
taneous. It was announced by a trum- 
pet. voice, the greatness and wunearthii- 
ness Of which prepared the revelator for 
something supernatural: a voice that 
charged him to be ag alert as a modern 
stenographer in taking down what he 
saw and heard. When he turned to look 
his eyes were further schooled to splendor | 
by seeing only certain subsidiary objects. 
The seven golden lampstands all] abiaze 
was a goodly enough sight in itself.
